O wning a Ferrari is a dream many of 
us secretly harbour yet it needn't 
remain as one because with 
careful buying and maintaining budgets, 
you can make it a reality and without 
breaking the bank. 

No one should run away with the idea 
that you can run a Ferrari on a Ford 
budget, but on the other hand it needn't 
cost a king's ransom either. If you have run 
a prestigious classic (or modern) before 
then you can contain the costs to similar 
levels by preventative maintenance and 
using a good specialist. 

Everybody has a favourite Ferrari and 
to cover them all would fill most of this 
magazine! There are some Prancing 
Horses that are considered more as old 
nags than thoroughbreds - but at the end 
of the day they are still Ferraris and you 
can say that you've lived the dream... 

There’s virtually a Ferrari to suit most 
pockets. At the ‘bottom end’ (if you can 
use such a term for a Ferrari) there's the 
Mondial and 41 2 which are both 2+2s that 
can be had for less than £20,000 although 
best cars are now worth double this. 

Despite what you may have read and 
heard, these are good ‘first Ferraris’ that 
will get you on the first rung of the ladder 
that’s easy to either step off and say 
“thanks for the memory” or move up to, 
say, a Dino 308 GT4 which is another 
overlooked 2+2 but relies on a DNA taken 
from the iconic 246GT, albeit now with a 
stretched platform and a V8 engine; some 
actually regard it as the better car! 

Moving on, the 328/348 is the next 
logical step. This model saw Ferrari get 
back to what it does best, a pure 
two-seater even if it is loosely GT4-derived. 
Prices really start to soar now and you 
won’t get much change from £35-45k+ for 
a respectable car worth owning. The 
earlier 308 is even more sought after 
especially the rarer original fibreglass 
models where £80-90k is needed to see a 
car change hands. 

As with other prestigious marques, 
there’s a 'cross-over’ between established 
classics and more modern up and coming 
collectables which can be had for a similar 
outlay. It rather depends on what Ferrari 
fetish you have but there's a lot to be said 
for newer notables such as the 360, 355, 
456 and the 550M, all of which can be 
had without breaking the bank. It's a good 
idea to speak to a Ferrari specialist who 
will steer you in the right direction. 

HORSE SENSE 

It's one thing buying a Ferrari for TR6 
money, it's another keeping it in the style it 
should be accustomed to. It's here that a 
good specialist will be able to help, 
starting with offering to inspect any 
potential purchase that’s caught your eye 



- prices cost between £200-£350 - and 
could save you thousands in the long run. 
Vetting a supercar is a lot harder and more 
involved than tyre-kicking an MGB and, 
depending upon your experience, you are 
more likely to come a cropper. 

Some form of service history is essential, 
both as a valid service book and a ton of 
invoices and proof of repairs, preferably by 
somebody who knows Ferraris. Servicing 
doesn't come cheap but it need not prove 
exorbitant either. For example, a 45,000 
miles pit stop on a modern 550 Maranello 
(including cambelts) costs the thick end of 
£3000 and, say, £2000 for a 456; that's 
typical of other models of a similar age 
although the older, simpler designs can be 
kept sweet for less than £1 000. 

Servicing is one thing but further 
preventative maintenance is vital and this is 
when routine repairs can be costly. 

Camshaft drive belts are a good case in 
point because in many cases the engine has 
to be removed to gain access and so can 
cost from £500 to £2000 and, of course, if 
the engine has to come out then it’s daft not 
to add a clutch - think up to £2000, again 
depending upon model. If you also need a 
flywheel for a F355 (which is prone to fail), 
then slap another £750 on the bill! 

The same model uses dampers that 
cost £1 200 a side (plus fitting) but it makes 
the same expense on a 550 at £3500 
sound comparatively cheap. 

Engine rebuilds invariably result in five- 
figure invoices... Now can you see why it's 
vital to buy a good Ferrari rather than a 
tempting bargain-priced one? 



Yet on the other hand a good specialist 
can help contain costs by knowing if 
certain components carry the same part 
number. For instance, there’s a fair cross- 
over of Fiat hardware and certain electrical 
parts are common to many cars. For 
example, a new fuel pump for a 550 
Maranello costs a fat £400 over a Ferrari 
counter where at a local VAG dealer it's 
under £60! 

Mike Wheeler of specialists Rardley 
Motors warns, “With a Ferrari you get 
what you pay for" and suggests wannabe 
owners should always get a vehicle 
properly inspected, adding the majority of 
sellers wouldn't mind if the car is genuine. 

This renowned Ferrari expert advises 
potential owners to view a car as if they 
were trying to sell rather than buy it to 
best gauge it's desirability and value. Don't 
always believe that you’ll automatically be 
on an instant earner. Just enjoy it while you 
own the famous key fob, says Mike.

Anybody considering buying a Ferrari is 
mad not to join the Owners' Club of Great 
Britain.

that supplies Ferrari spares and obsolete parts says the most important thing 
when purchasing a pre-owned ‘Prancing Horse’ is to have it professionally 
inspected by an independent Ferrari expert before doing the deal - and walk 
away if the seller refuses, as they’ve obviously got something to hide. 

According to Colin Sowter, at the lower end of the market there’s a lot of poor 
cars out there, and the historic low values of certain models (such as GT4s and 
Mondials) has made poor maintenance and penny pinching bodges inevitable. 
With a Ferrari you get what you pay for says Colin, although admits he's seen 
£25,000 cars in a no better state than ones priced ten grand cheaper! Colin 
further warns against DIY repairs. “For a competent mechanic it's okay on 
running gear items, like the suspension and brakes, but engine and transmission 
overhauls are best left to experts”. So be wary if a car has been DIY maintained.

DRIVING 

The GT4 is not the most exciting Ferrari 
ever to be made, but it’s not bad either - in 
fact, some Ferrari experts quietly say that 
it’s a better car to drive than the iconic Dine 
thanks to its longer wheelbase and meatier 
V8 engine, if not to look at or invest in. 
Perceptions are all that matters, in this area. 
Being a 2+2, there far more room although 
the rear sears are strictly kiddie size. 



BEST MODELS 

The first GT4 was designed by Gandini in 
1 973. It was the first Ferrari V8 road car 
and mid-engined 2+2 and was based on 
the 246, with a new 255bhp 3-litre V8 
engine. It was badged Dine 308 GT4. Two 
years later, the ‘economy’ model, the 208 
GT4, was offered, with a 2.0 engine. It is 
rare, as only around 900 were produced. 
Whilst this version had the smallest V8 
engine in the world, it lacked the grunt of its 
older, bigger sibling. Having been built for 
the Italian market, to dodge tax laws, it is 
unlikely to have much following here. 



UNSUNG

ny car that followed in the tyre 
tracks of the Dino 246GT was 
^always going to have a tough time, 
but for the GT4 it was harder than most. 

A sharper-styled replacement with 2+2 
seating, it was a different car, even though it 
used the same basic platform, and never 
gained the same affection. It was replaced 
by the ‘Magnum PI’ 308 after less than 
3000 sales (a very respectable figure) and 
because the 308 was well received, the 
GT4 quickly became forgotten and its 
reputation unfairly tarnished. It’s only in 
recent times that the model has finally 
gained traction. Deservedly so. 



VALUES 

Treat hunting for this model with as hard- 
nosed an attitude as for any other second- 
hand car. It’s all too easy to get carried 
away. While GT4s look great value, 
remember they still need the maintenance 
and care due to a Ferrari, though. This year, 
top models sold for £50k, and the cheapest 
went at auction for £32k. 

For those who appreciate iconic Ferraris, 
like Harvey Stanley of DK Engineering 
(Ferrari restorer and specialist, 01923 287 
687), “skip to the 355.” 

BUYING ADVICE 

As these models are hardly the most loved 
of Ferraris, you will come across a fair few 
tired examples that are anything but the 
bargains that they appear under the skin. 
Before you even start hunting around, check 
the paperwork and see that there’s some 



level of service history. All gearboxes suffer 
from the usual Ferrari trait of being 
cantankerous when cold, but selecting 
second gear shouldn’t be a problem once 
the oil has warmed up; first and second 
synchros wear out first. Clutch wear is no 
worse than on any other supercar but rarely 
cheap to replace either. As on all 
performance cars, the suspension’s 



geometry is not something the typical fast-fit 
can handle, so seek out a specialist. The 
most important thing is to see that the 
timing belts have been replaced on time. 
Ditto valve clearance settings, which aren’t 
for the novice. If the engine has to be 
dropped then it’s best to tackle these jobs 
plus replace any suspect hoses and so on. 
Camshafts wear out quite easily. 
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W ith its stunning looks, huge 
driver appeal and ever-rising 
values, the Dino is one of the 
most loved Ferrari models ever, no doubt 
aided by its starring role in the 1 970’s TV 
series The Persuaders!. It was Enzo Ferrari’s 
first budget-priced production car, when it 
made its debut at the ’67 Turin Salon - yet 
was considered too dear. Today, these 
delightful mid-engined sports cars sell for 
(on average) a quarter of a million pounds 
and the figure’s still rising! 

DRIVING 

Exhilarating, though not quite sensational, 
the driving experience in a Dino pivots 
around that gem of an engine. Free-revving 
and lively from about 3500rpm, the Dino 
hits 62mph in about seven seconds, if the 
engine is in good tune, which is fast but not 
furious in today’s terms. The balance of this 
mid-engined machine feels just right with 
superbly light and responsive steering, 
limpet-like handling with no roll whatsoever. 
As Motor sa\d in its 1971 road test: “When 
it comes to getting around corners the 
Ferrari Dino has all the advantages - and 
makes use of them,” although today it’s 
more about how the car feels rather than 
out-and-out handling abilities and grip from 
what's now considered skinny tyres. 

BEST MODELS 

It depends whether you want the original 
stunning looking coupe or the sun-seeking 
GTS which came after, but the most

fundamental thing to remember is the car's 
condition. Dinos are notorious ‘rotters’: 
specialists say they see Dinos that have 
been badly repaired and restored over the 
years - some with up to five sills tacked 
over one another with layers of filler and 
paint slapped on. Indeed, it may be better 
to break the bank and buy the best you can 
from a reputable Dino expert, or - as a 
project - have it done right in the first place. 
Harvey Stanley of Ferrari specialist DK 
Engineering says that these are firmly 
collection items, unlike the rest of 
sub-£100k Ferraris. “It is a pretty car, so 
desirable; best Dino to go for is the 206 




(very early) or a very late ‘flairs and chairs’. 
Perfect, RHD samples may go for 
£450k/£500k. A GT or GTS, for £350k” 

VALUES 

Once, fairly cheap, back in the pre-classic 
boom 80’s they were sub ten grand buys 
and despite their steep raise in values until 
recently barn-find basket cases used to sell 
for less than £50,000. No more: good 
examples go for over £300k. It may sound 
exorbitant for something that was, once, not 
regarded as a real Ferrari and not exactly 
supercar-quick, but because of their 
rampant rust problems and unsympathetic 
restoration cases, with the Dino you get 
what you pay for. In the last 1 2 months, the 
most expensive Dino sold for £350k, and 
the cheapest for £200k (auction prices). 

BUYING ADVICE 

Most Dinos will have been restored by now 
and good thing too as they were badly built 
and rotted for Italy. You must always tread 
carefully buying any old Ferrari but more so 
with a Dino because it’s easy to let your 
heart rule your head and why a specialist 
inspection is vital. The sills are complex and 
that’s where the money goes. The interiors 
will have been restored by now as the 
‘suede’ dash wears badly. The V6 can cost 
ten grand to rebuild and camshaft wear is 
common; oil pressure should be 85lbft! 
Clutches and weak second gears common. 
There's no such thing as a bargain with this 
beauty anymore, you get what you pay for.

I B stands for Berlinetta Boxer and 
.(Dino excepted) it was the first 
"proper mid-engined Ferrari supercar 
boasting the iconic flat 1 2 engine that was 
also being successfully used in sports car 
racing and Formula 1 at the time. Initially 
known as the 365 BB, replaced by the 51 2 
BB, these cars are legendary and values 
reflect this. 

DRIVING 

The BB is rather like a 91 1 of the same era 
insofar it needs - make that demands - 
respect when pressing on. Performance is 
brutal and well up to modern supercar 
standards and apart from its muscle the 
best thing about that flat 1 2 engine is the 
sonorous soundtrack that comes as 
standard. It can sound even better if one of 
the numerous aftermarket sport systems are 
fitted as the mild steel set up rusts. The 
365 was criticised for its lorry like clutch so 
if your dream buy has a light action it points 
to the later 51 2 assembly (and flywheel) 
has been fitted, which is a bonus as the 
earlier single plate affair can be all washed 
up in less than 1 2,000 enthusiastic miles. 

BEST MODELS 

The original 365 GT4 BB is the most 
sought after because it's the design in its 
purest form despite packing ‘only’ 344bhp 
from its 4.4-litre flat 1 2. The later 51 2 of 
1976 with its larger 4942cc unit added 
1 5bhp but aficionados prefer the sparkier 
freer revving flat 1 2. The four Weber 40 IF

carbs gave way to fuel injection - again 
enthusiasts like carbs best. The UK market 
was served by 58 365 GT4s, 101 512 BBs 
and 54 51 2is although several more LHD 
cars joined the scene. Don’t forget LM race 
tuned upgrades which may have been fitted, 
although you need to make sure the mods 
are the genuine ones... 

VALUES 

BBs cost Aston DB money and values are 
rising at the same pace. A top 365 GT4 
can command between £250-£300,000 
with average examples perhaps half this and

even projects are spoken of in six figure 
terms; think carefully as restorations are 
Aston-expensive. The 51 2 typically trails by 
£30-50k although LHD cars can be usefully 
cheaper if you shop abroad. 

BUYING ADVICE 

The body is aluminium over a steel frame, 
mounted on a stout ladder-style chassis. 
Unless seriously neglected, the structure 
should be pretty sound but check the 
panels for damage and poor past repairs 
plus watch for reaction between the two 
surfaces. The steel sills rot but are relatively 
cheap at £750 a pair. The bumpers are 
fibreglass so look for wounds and scuffs. 
More serious is a poor fitting rear clamshell, 
perhaps due to it opening at speed and 
warping it - not unknown. The interior trim 
(leather seat inserts on the 512) is average 
and watch if a retrim lacks the authentic 
embossed ‘Daytona’ stripes on the seats as 
this can devalue the car. 

The engines are bullet-proof; smoking 
when cold is a characteristic but should 
dispel once warmed up and the oil pressure 
should read a solid 6bar minimum. The 
transmission is classic Ferrari with a no go 
second gear until the oil has warmed but if 
it is still poor then a rebuild can cost £5000 
(and the first 365s are the most prone to 
failure) but happily a poor gearchange is 
usually only a matter of adjustment. 

The brakes are only adequate so don't be 
surprised on what you may regard as a poor 
performance - they were all like this.

B efore the 456 came along the 400 
and 41 2 was Ferrari’s grandest GT 
offering great touring qualities, 
classic looks and remarkable value for 
money chiefly because it's generally 
overlooked. Running one however can be 
an extremely expensive business. The car 
was originally badged the 365 GT4 2+2 
with the 400 replacing it 40 years ago. 

DRIVING 




VALUES 

These big front-engined cruisers used to be 
cheap as chips, in Ferrari terms, and still are 
as you still see cars surface for £1 0,000 
although penny to a pound will cost that 
much again to make good and reliable. 
Values of the 41 2i are ahead of the 400i 
and top 365s can command over £50,000. 
A good service history on all is vital as their 
values lead to skipped servicing - and 
that's where the trouble starts... 





With 340bhp at its disposal, you can’t say 
that this Ferrari is a slouch although this 
heavyweight is better suited for touring, a 
point underlined by the fact that some 70 
per cent came as an automatic pandering to 
a different type of Ferrari owner even 
though handling and roadholding was 
exceptional for its girth. When the 400i 
arrived fuel injection knocked power back to 
31 5bhp and it took the 5-litre 51 2i to 
restore the loss. Unlike many 2+2s this 
Ferrari is almost a true four-seater with 
adequate comfort and space for four. 

BEST MODELS 

It all hinges on condition more than model 
choice although all things being equal, the 
first 400is were the most sluggish although 
the fuel injection did improve drivability even 
if it took away the character of the superb 



sounding carb-fed 400. The original 365 
probably holds the most classic appeal as 
it’s the purist and arguably looks the nicest. 
However, the 41 2i is the most rounded as 
well as the newest. Again the character isn't 
quite the same as the 365's but if you want 
a manual transmission you stand more 
chance of getting one as buyers turned 
away from autos although 53 per cent were 
still so equipped. 



BUYING ADVICE 

These big old Ferraris rust terribly and with 
resto costs on par with other Ferraris you’ll 
never get your money back; draw a mental 
line six inches from the sills upwards and 
that’s where you look! Worse still, panel 
availability is poor so beware of bodges that 
look good on the surface but aren't. 

The VI 2 engine is tough although you 
need to be wary of noisy timing chains as 
they can slip with dire results. Exhausts are 
incredibly expensive as are the manifolds 
and both are known to deteriorate, as do 
those sexy six Webers - are they still in 
good tune? The running gear is robust and 
needs only the usual checks but bear in 
mind that there’s self-levelling rear 
suspension, which on the 41 2i, is operated 
by a pump. The brakes can suffer from 
sticking calipers but that's more because 
the cars stand idle for so long; new ones 
cost around £450 each. The 365 and 400 
initially ran on metric-sized wheels and 
tyres; most have been changed but a car 
still running on the correct (expensive) 
rubber points to careful ownership...

BUYING ADVICE 

Mondials hardly rank as the most loved 
Ferrari on the block and you will come 
across a fair few tired examples that are 
anything but bargains under the skin. Before 
you even start hunting around, check the 
paperwork and see that there’s some level 
of service history. 

Rusty Mondials are not unknown. Check 
the front wings (especially by the 
windscreen), door bottoms, wheel arches, 
boot bonnet etc. The chassis must be the 
next port of call. Look for corrosion on the 
- admittedly sturdy - chassis that was 
galvanised from the early 80s. As on all 
sophisticated cars, the suspension’s 
geometry is not something the typical fast-fit 
can handle, so seek out a specialist to get it 
done properly. From new, the Mondial used 
Koni dampers - has a lesser make been 
fitted since to save money? Brakes really 
only suffer from seizure due to lack of miles, 
but handbrakes were never that effective 
and they need careful setting up to work 
properly and pass the MoT. 

Finally, can you run one on a Mondeo 
budget? The realistic answer is no, but a 
good specialist can help contain costs. 



SPENDTHRIFT 

SUPERCAR 



T he Ferrari Mondial’s chassis was a 

useful platform until the more modern 
360; yet the model has - over the 
years - endured rude remarks over it being 
underpowered and ‘wooden’. But this 
oddball mid-engined 2-1-2 makes great 
sense, and is one of the few exotics that’s 
genuinely family friendly. In Ferrari terms they 
are inexpensive to buy, and with sensible use 
and budgeting, aren’t ruinously expensive to 
keep, either. And, of course, no matter what 
anybody says, it’s a Ferrari - your Ferrari - 
sitting on the driveway. 

DRIVING 

When launched in 1 980, reactions to the 
Mondial were decidedly mixed: the influential 
CAR magazine was full of positives, citing 
“Porsche-like build quality” and “dynamic 
ability" but over the pond. Motor Trend 
bemoaned a serious lack of pace (0-60 in 
eight seconds and 130-l-mph). 

The truth lies somewhere in between: 
performance of the Mondial 8 cars was 
nothing special when new and, today, a 
good V6 Mondeo will beat a Mondial, 
especially if age has taken its toll on the 
engine. However, the noise and the way with 
which this V8 moves the car may be enough 
for buyers to be charmed. If this Ferrari’s 
performance is open to question, then the 
handling is more universally commended. 
Even on relatively skinny tyres, the Mondial 
was praised for its user-friendliness - and 
far less twitchiness than the shorter- 



wheelbased GT4 - although the earlier 2-I-2 
is regarded as a more purist cross-country 
car as well as one that holds more status. 

BEST MODELS 

Four-seat Ferraris were not a new concept; 
the Mondial was the successor to the 2-I-2 
308 GT4 of the early 1 970s, and used a lot 
of its make up. The chief differences 
concerned a tubular spaceframe chassis, 
and not monocoque build. The engine was 
stretched throughout the model’s life; the 
Mondial 8 variants are not the most popular; 
soon came the new 4-valve head 
(Quattrovalvole) which addressed lack of 
performance; however, the 3.2-litre (1985), 
and then 3.4-litre (from 1 989) are the 
sought-after versions, releasing the car’s true 
potential. Most desirable Mondial? The 
poser cabriolet, available from 1 984. 

PRICES 

When the QV was launched a quarter of a 
century ago it carried a £25,581 price tag. 

A considerable sum back then, but today 
you can pick a pretty fair one up for much 
the same money. Three times as much will 
be required for a later, more sought-after 
version, and indeed £60k was the top price 
paid for a Mondial in 2015. Like the Dine, 
says marketing analyst Cliff Goodall, the 
youngest trainee classic car scrutineer in 
Italy (and there is only 68 of them 
altogether), the Mondial seems to be quite 
stable in terms of market trends.

A true family-sized V1 2 Ferrari GT in 
the Daytona mould and a far nicer 
car than the mid-engined 2-I-2 
Mondial yet extremely inexpensive - for a 
Ferrari - to buy if not own.

DRIVING 

When launched, back in 1992, the 456 
was regarded as the most accomplished 
Ferrari yet providing performance with 
practicality. The 5.4-litre VI 2 delivers a 
rousing 442bhp and even in rarer, more 
relaxed automatic form (456 GTA) remains 
seriously quick. Handling is traditional front- 
engined, rear-wheel drive and the steering 
is superb as is the active ride suspension. 
Despite being a 2-1-2 and more tailored for 
touring, a good 456 gives little away to its 
supposedly sportier siblings. When you’re in 
the mood to cruise you’ll soon appreciate 
the lavish well equipped and quite roomy 
first class cabin. 

BEST MODELS 

Essentially there’s two models available in 
manual or automatic guises. The 456 GT 
and GTA were the launch models and 
despite a £6000 premium a surprising 



number of owners opted for the automatic. 
The later 456M derivatives were launched 
in 1 998 and feature certain styling changes 
at the front and a part carbon fibre bonnet. 
The active ride suspension was modified 
and now worked in tandem with the anti- 
lock braking system. 

VALUES 

When new, the 456 cost almost £1 50,000 
yet you can easily buy one now for less than 
a third of that original screen price! In fact, 
by searching around you can pick up a fair 
456 for little more than £25,000 although 
beware as what seem minor ailments 
accounting for the low price can be highly 
expensive to fix. Automatics typically trail 
manual cars by £2000-£3000 or so with 
M-spec manuals worth the most as less 
than 35 were made in RHD form. A top 
456 can sell for up to £40,000 and an 



M spec appreciably more. Rardley Motors 
says 456 values are heading North because 
its 2-1-2 configuration makes it ideal for 
young families. It's a different type of car to 
a Mondial and that’s too the good. 

BUYING ADVICE 

The 456 is built on a tubular steel chassis 
and rust doesn't seem to be a major 
problem of the design although check the 
usual places and for poor past paint repairs. 
The engine may sound a bit tappety but 
that’s because the valve clearances have to 
be adjusted manually. Head gaskets can let 
go and the cause can be perished coolant 
hoses; radiators aren’t long lasting either 
and nor are exhaust systems with a factory 
system costing in the region of five grand. 
Sophisticated when new, the electronics 
need an expert check, right down to the 
electric seats and windows - the latter 
which can cost thousands to put right. 

The active ride dampers are known leakers; 
sometimes they can be resealed but if not 
have to be replaced. The manual gearbox is 
durable, less so clutches which need a 
recommended check and perhaps 
replacement after just 20,000 miles - also 
the transmission’s oil and filter need regular 
changing, another reason why a good 
service history is so critical.

A ffordable, proper Ferrari ownership 
starts with the 308, according to 
fans and specialists. There are 
cheaper Ferraris - like the 1 980’s Mondial 
and 400 - but the 308 is what everyone 
expects a proper Ferrari to be - and it 
doesn’t disappoint. The car shot to fame as 
detective Magnum’s transport in the famous 
US series, with its sexy looks, muscular 
stance and that 250bhp V8 engine at the 
back. In 1985, a decade into production, 
the 308’s engine was bored out from 
3-litres to 3.2 (hence the new name, the 
328) for 270bhp. An all time great. 

DRIVING 

There’ll be few complaints by wannabe 
Dino owners, because the Ferrari 308 is 
simply a better drive. The handling is as 
taut and tantalising as the looks suggest, 
the general ride isn’t as jarring as you might 
expect. Even though some models have 
barely over 200bhp, the 308 remains an 
old-school powerful mid-engined car; 
expect from most versions a sprint to 
60mph in 7s, though the 308i is slower. 
Driven sensibly, 20/25mpg is obtainable. 

The sonorous-sounding V8 has ample 
mid-range grunt; this Maranello mid-engined 
marvel, however, is not a car whose tail can 
hang out and forgive an average enthusiastic 
driver. Tall drivers will be penalised by the 
cabin’s height, cramped footwell and 
restricted seat travel. For a two-seater, it’s 
fairly roomy and civilised and the driving 
position (even on RHD UK cars) is good. 



BEST MODELS 

Cheap and good do not go well together, 
and this is true of all Ferraris too. Given the 
308/328’s comparative rarity, condition 
counts more than the actual model. 
Fibreglass-bodied cars will always be in 
demand, and carry a premium. Wet sump 
carburettor cars are more valuable than 
injection versions. Both 308 and 328 
models have recently gone up in desirability, 
especially the 328. 

The 308 QVs are best value for money. 
Ferrari Specialist Nick Cartwright (01629 
56999) says that the 308/328 range is 
plentiful on the UK market, but with a huge 
variety in condition, so his advice is to 
spend the time to find the right one. It is 
easy to find a 328 in RHD guise, though 
LHD ones change hands for two-thirds of 
the former’s price. 

VALUES 

Fibreglass-bodied cars are sought-after 
because they don’t rust (though the 
structure underneath will). In 2015, the 




most expensive Ferrari 328 to be sold at 
auction was £1 90k; the cheapest, a Ferrari 
308, went for £35k. Somewhere in the 
middle, one can get a good example for 
around £70,000. QVs and early GTBis are 
at the bottom of the scale but are certainly 
not languishing! 

BUYING ADVICE 

Condition counts for everything and given 
their relative rarity, don't be choosy on 
colour or whether it's a 308 or 328 - 
service history counts. If the plastic body is 
in poor shape, it's as costly and as involved 
as metal to repair, although there’s more 
value in the finished product. A decent 
maintenance budget (£500/600) is 
required. Check the chassis frames and 
outriggers, particularly at the subframes - 
the actual floor is fibreglass. Sills and the 
A posts are other rot-prone areas as are 
wing bottoms, doors and valances. Cars 
made after 1 982 were zinc coated and so 
better protected. Engine is very strong, as 
long as it has been serviced regularly. 
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SPECIAL FEATURE 



LAST OF THE 
TRADITIONAL 
FERRARIS? 

R eplacement for the 348, the F355 
was a real step forward in 
V8-powered Ferrari models and it 
matched - make that even beat - its more 
upmarket V1 2 brothers. It offers clean 
stylish classical Ferrari looks, better 
dynamics than the 348 and, compared to 
other Ferraris, very good value for money. 

DRIVING 

As soon as you stare at the 200mph 
speedometer and the 10,000rpm rev 
counter then you know that this is going to 
be something special and the F355 doesn't 
disappoint. This later model is generally 
regarded as a much better drive than the 
strangely lacklustre 348 range. With its 40 
valve 3496cc V8 kicking out 375bhp you're 
looking at a top speed in excess of 1 80mph 
and a sprint to 60 in less than six seconds, 
while electronic dampers allows the driver 
to fine tune to chassis to suit his or her 
mood and what's more, it’s on your side at 
the very high limits - more so than the 348 
it replaced. That race-ready Berlinettas 
were made for a dedicated championship 
(1 8 right-hand drive cars made for the UK) 
tells you all you need to know about how 
the F355 drives. 

BEST MODELS 

The range comprises of the Berlinetta 
(launched in 1 994) with a GTS featuring a 
targa roof that stores behind the seats and 




a proper Spider introduced in 1995. It 
depends how much you want to be 
roofless as it is generally accepted that the 
fixedhead Berlinetta boast the more rigid 
bodyshell and so a better driver feel. The 
F355 FI enjoyed new styling but the FI 
tag denoted the introduction of an Grand- 
Prix-type electro-hydraulic paddleshift 
gearbox that is not everybody’s thing. 
Rarest of them all is the Sergio Fiorano, a 
hard core Spider of which just 1 04 were 
made - none for the UK. 

VALUES 

Given its supercar status this modern 
Ferrari is almost cheap with a top car just 
about breaking the 75 grand barrier and 
good service-historied cars perhaps 20k 
below this. Maybe it is because the 
Berlinetta drives with more brio that soft 
top models are generally valued slightly 
less as are left-hand drive examples. Just 
over 3800 models came with a straight 
six-speed manual transmission, 1042 with 
a semi-auto transmission. 



BUYING ADVICE 

A service history is essential as is a decent 
annual maintenance budget. Check the 
bodywork for paint cracks along the 
buttresses and rusty screen surrounds. 
Cosmetic rot also forms on the wheel 
arches and wings but the most serious 
concern is the engine subframe due to 
trapped water. Talking of rain water, the 
targa top is rarely water tight so check the 
interior trim. A new one leaves little change 
from £2000. Engines are tough but some 
advocate replacing the valves if the mileage 
is between 30,000-50,000 miles on pre 
1 997 cars. Exhaust manifolds don’t last long 
and expensive so don’t be surprised to see 
aftermarket types fitted; have CATs been 
ditched? Radiators are another short-lived 
item. Manuals are toughest although a rattle 
when switching off suggests a new flywheel 
is demanded. Parts for autos can be scarce. 
Electronic dampers play up and cost £1 200 
each. Has the dash bulb been removed? 
Electrics need the usual check and ensure 
the car comes with the two (black) keyfobs.

Ferraris say the Targa versions are all very 
well when the sun’s out, but there is body 
flex when it comes to serious driving. 

BEST MODELS 

When the 348 was introduced in 1989, it 
looked broadly similar to the 328, with 
Testarossa nuances but substantially 
changed under the skin, where the engine 
(now 3.4-litres) was mounted north-south 



and with a transverse transmission. Two 
models were made, the Berlinetta coupe 
(TB) and the targa-roofed Spider (TS). 

A year later, the rear suspension was 
revised to sort out poor high-speed stability. 
A special edition road racer Competizione 
was then made - only eight in RHD and 
therefore the most valuable. The 348 was 
renamed GTB and GTS and power was 
boosted to 320bhp. 

VALUES 

Of the triad 308/328 and 348, the latter is 
definitely the model which seems to keep 
stable in terms of values, whilst the other 
two have gone up. Having said that, there 
appears to be some sign of life in the 
charts, with the 348 fetching slightly more 
in the last six months of 201 5. Not one to 
watch for the time being. Expect to stump 
up £25-£30k for a fair-to-good example 
with tic potential. 

BUYING ADVICE 

Ferrari did pretty decent rust-proofing on its 
cars from the mid ‘80s. A potential buyer 
will be happy to know that the engine is a 
robust unit, though cambelt changing is - 
like in so many other models - paramount. 
History service is a must, of course and 
cheap cars are rarely good news in the long 
term. Bottom of the doors are suspect as 
are sills. More serious is around the A post 
but most should be okay. Electrics are 
typical Italian with charging system, fuse 
box, connections and switchgear most frail.

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W hilst punters’ main interest lies 
with earlier models, the 348 is 
not a popular pick, despite many 
improvements, including a 320bhp output.

MARANELLO MAGIC 



A nother front-engined V1 2 Ferrari 
like the 456 but this time a 
two-seater with the transmission 
rear mounted.

Ferrari made 
the 485bhp 550 a real drivers' car and 
didn't burden the engineering with driver 
aids apart from a basic traction control 
although it's equally well suited to fast but 
comfortable touring. It’s ideal for an 
enthusiast who doesn’t need the 456’s rear 
seats, one specialist remarked to us. 



limit with. There is a WSR (World Speed 
Record) coupe that's shorn of certain 
equipment to save weight along with a 
stiffer suspension.

BEST MODELS 

Condition counts for most because these 
cars can be horrendously expensive to 
service properly, let alone repair. Although 
there is a Spider version, the vast majority 
are manuals because the convertible 
Barchetta is a strange beast with a hood 
that Ferrari don't advise exceeding our legal 



VALUES 

As Daytona prices have soared, it’s no 
doubt helped drag values of this modern 
interpretation up with it and 1 00k is by no 
means uncommon for a top 550 and, say, 
two-thirds this for nice examples. Your only 
chance of finding a 50 grand (or less) car is 
to look at left-hand drive versions and 
import from abroad. 



BUYING ADVICE 

A service history is essential on any Ferrari 
but particularly so on the complex 550 as 
even minor service items can prove pretty 
eye-watering; think £620 for a new hose kit 



(they are prone to failure due to high 
underbonnet temperatures) and the thick 
end of a grand just for a set of new HT 
ignition leads! As with other 1980’s and 
90's Ferraris, rads commonly let go let go 
and not far short of £2000 fitted. 

Engines are prone to leaking oil as are 
the power steering systems while new 
adjustable dampers cost almost £850 a 
corner, and new actuating electrical 
solenoids half this amount. Even the snazzy 
sporty fly-off handbrake can be troublesome 
- to the tune of well over £1 000 to fix! 

Hard driving is a way of Ferrari life but if 
the transmission is now suffering, a clutch is 
the least of your worries at around £2500 
as a new gearbox is at four times this... 

The inviting interior may not be so 
seductive as the leather top dashboard 
deteriorates and to make the dash look like 
new again can either cost a reasonable £600 
for just the instrument shroud or almost six 
times this if a new dashboard is required.

understatement. So when he told 

Classic Motoring at the recent NEC show 
that he personally regarded the S-type as 
the better car than the Mk2 when 
contemporary you take notice. It’s a pity so 
few enthusiasts follow suit... 

Take a Mk2 and give it what the design 
always lacked - such as back seat comfort 
and roominess, a larger boot and a more 
planted rear end care of the E-type’s 
suspension - and you have the S-type. 

So why has it always been pooh-poohed and 
regarded as a second-rate Mk2 alternative? 
Looks and image presumably (S-types were 
invariably driven by criminals on the silver 
screen) because the S-type is the car the 
Mk2 could and should have been. 

Why not use this to your favour because 
not only is the S-type a nicer car to drive, 
but it's nicer on the wallet too as values trail 



Mk2s by a handsome level. However, we 
reckon it won't always stay this way - look 
how values of the Mk1 has overtaken its 
replacement for example. 

HISTORY 

1959 Rumour has it that Jaguar was looking 
at a more upmarket saloon not long after 
the Mk2’s launch to bridge the gap 
between this saloon and the soon-to-be- 
launched MkX limo. 

1963 The somewhat hurried S-type saloon 
surfaced in October as the logical bridge 
between the ranges. The hull was mainly 
Mk2 albeit with a flatter roof line and a MkX 
style rear end to boost boot space plus it 
also meant that the excellent independent 
rear suspension, first seen on the E-type, 
could be used. The shell to be extensively 
re-engineered to achieve this at a cost of 
almost 3501b in weight, however. To 
balance the odd looks, the front end was 



tweaked with new front wings incorporating 
novel hooded headlamps and slimline 
bumpers. Inside a MkX-style interior and kit 
gave the car a more upmarket image. 

1965 At launch, the S-type was criticised 
for an appearance which looked as though 
Lyons designed it in a bit of a hurry. Even 
so, changes introduced this year were more 
mechanical, such as the substitution of the 
old Moss gearbox in favour of Jaguar's own 
although the vast majority of S-types were 
automatics. Jaguar resisted the logical step 
of replacing the 3.8-litre XK engine with the 
4.2 despite having done so on the E-type 
and MkX, nor felt the need to use that 
excellent Daimler 2.5 V8 (an S-type 2.4 was 
never offered due to lack of performance). 

1966 A downgrading of both the Mk2 and 
S-type ranges saw Ambla used instead of 
leather trim, cheaper carpets and a deletion 
of the traditional standard fog lamps came 
in the shape of the new 420 (and similar

GOOD BUY OR GOOD-BYE? 

It can only be the looks as an S-type is a superior 
car to the Mk2 and yet cheaper, even more so 420 



Daimler Sovereign), that August which at 
last featured the MkX-style nose that Lyons 
always wanted the S-type to wear but didn’t 
get round to due to the car’s notably short 
development time. Mechanically, 420 used 
a 245bhp twin (not triple) carb tune of the 
enlarged XK engine. Other improvements 
included a new front axle incorporating a 
better power steering and new three pot 
disc brake callipers. The Daimler version 
was the best appointed and an auto only 
whereas the Jaguar could be had as before 
as a manual plus the option of overdrive. 
1968 The 420/Sovereign was essentially a 
needed stop-gap to make up for the 
delayed XJ6 launch and bowed out in June 
to make way for the new Jag although the 
Daimler version survived well into 1969. 
However, the S-type also received some 
important changes in 1968, such as the 
420's Maries Varamatic power steering, 
while the 420 auto (of which two-thirds 
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S-type’s looks never caught on 
like the Mk2 as a classic but 
sold better when new. Adverts 
show it as a scaled-down MkX 



soaked up the sales) sported a lower axle 
ratio (3.5:4) to improve engine response but 
the useful limited slip differential was no 
longer fitted on all models. 

The S-type is always seen as the Mk2’s 
poor relation and a commercial flop, yet 
sales figures paint an entirely different 
picture and it will surprise many to learn that 
the S-type consistently outsold the Mk2 
when they were produced in tandem. In 
1 965, for example, well over double the 
number of S-Types (9741) were made.

GENERAL 



■ S-type and Sovereign may be largely Mk2 derived 
but the 420 has some XJ6 components as well. And 
due to rarity and past lack of popularity, body and 
chrome parts are becoming hens teeth to source 
with many, such as 420 front wings, now obsolete. 

■ Because they are not as coveted as Mk2s and 
it’s only now that serious money is being spent on 
them, expect to find some old bodges and dodges 
and don’t expect originality to have been a priority. 

■ The 3.8 was the best selling S-type by an 
appreciable margin (a third) and don’t be surprised 
to find models uprated to 3.8 spec. Similarly, you may 
find 420s fitted with XJ6 engines, usually identified 
by the later fluted cam box covers. 

■ There’s even more wood and leather to restore 
than on a Mk2 so don’t underestimate the cost of 
a refit. A new dash (padded on the 420) can cost 
thousands for example while a full interior makeover 
can run to £10,000 and S-type values don’t generally 
dictate such expenditure. But one day they may. 
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WHAT TO LOOK FOR 



BODY & CHASSIS 



■ As with the Mk2 the main areas for rot are the 
chassis box sections and the front cross-member, 
particularly at its ‘crow’s feet’ which are welded to the 
valance and cross-member. Check these areas with 
utmost care as repairs are involved and expensive so 
bodging was common over the decades. 

■ Sills, both inner and outer, are common corrosion 
areas so lift the carpets up and have a good poke 
around. Also inspect the floor pan and boot floor. 
While crawling underneath (and you should) check 
the IRS rear suspension cradle and attachment points 
- if they’re corroded then the whole assembly can 
pull away under hard acceleration. 

■ Repairs to the rear are more complex than a 
Mk2’s due to the double-skin bodyshell. Check the 
floor and also the twin fuel tanks which seem more 
prone to rust and subsequent leaking than the Mk2. 

■ Serious but not so terminal are the door bottoms, 
wings and the front ‘snout’, the latter of which can 
rust badly and is frequently disguised with some 
filler and a splosh of underseal for good measure. 

■ S-Type front wings cost the thick end of £2700 
but at least they are available; 420s aren’t and are 
bodged using XJ6 repair panels which are a tolerable 
but hardly identical match. It depends how much a 
stickler you are for originality. 

■ One quick way of ascertaining the quality of a 
restoration is to inspect inside fuel flaps to see if 
they look as good as the rest of the car. A thorough 
restoration wouldn’t miss this small detail. 



Touring Car Championship way back in 
1963. Yet Jaguar test drive legend Norman 
Dewis told Classic Motoring that he liked 
the S-type better for its more secure 
handling and better ride. It depends what 
you are after - if you favour comfort and 
cruising most of all then go for the S-type. 

Due to its lighter weight and better 
aerodynamics the Mk2 is the more agile cat. 
A 3.8 S-type is only marginally quicker than 
a 3.4 Mk2 but on the other hand the 420 is 
a bit of a Q car, the manual passing 60 in a 
highly creditable 9.2 seconds and almost 
1 20mph when new but with “little 
performance gain over the automatic’’ 
remarked one road test. 

Where the Mk2 scores is in straight-line 
speed no doubt due to its lighter weight 
and slightly superior aerodynamics. 

Generally, a 3.8 S-type is only slightly 
quicker than a 3.4 Mk2, although the 420 
was a bit of a Q car, hitting 60 in a highly 
creditable 9.2 seconds and almost 1 20mph 
but with “little performance gain over the 
automatic” remarked one road test. 

In 1967, Motor magazine summed up 
the 420 (Automatic) saying that despite its

the manual version test car (a rare Daimler 
Sovereign, incidentally) was more sporting 
than many sports cars! Mofo/' found that by 
upping the tyre pressures to a bloated 
34psi it improved the big saloon’s agility. 

There’s little argument that the S-type 
feels far more polished and planted 
compared to a Mk2 thanks to that superior 
rear end plus and ride is a lot smoother. 

The respected weekly regarded the 
S-type as one of the most comfortable cars 
ever produced and was a marked 
improvement over the Mk2. 

Also impressive and vastly superior to 
the Mk2 is luggage space, a result of the 
S-type being seven inches longer. The cabin 
feels decidedly roomier thanks to a flatter 
roof line and steeply rake rear screen to 
increase headroom. Slightly thinner MkX 
front seats liberated a touch more legroom, 
too while that elongated tail meant a more 
usable 1 9cuft of boot space against the 
Mk2’s measly 1 2cuft. 

Economy will never impress mind; a 
wallet-wobbling 15.3mpg from a 3.8 
automatic model back in 1964, (after 
rocketing to 60mph in over 1 4 seconds) 
reckoned one weekly. Strangely, manuals 
fared little better when overdrive should 
have come into its own, perhaps the added

ENGINE 



■ Listen for over-silent tappets (meaning the cam 
shims are worn and need replacing - a DIY but 
involved job that’s best carried out when doing a 
decoke), and rattly timing chains, the bottom ones 
being the worst to replace. 

■ Oil pressure on a healthy XK unit should be in the 
region of 40lbsqin at SOOOrpm when good and hot. 
Watch for valve guide and bore wear (smoking under 
hard power or at idle) but don’t be over-concerned 
by excessive oil usage: XKs like a drop of full-bodied 
20W/50 at the best of times - try a 20W/60. 

■ On the other hand, they also love to leak the stuff! 
Prime areas are warped cam covers and - more 
likely - a leaking rear crank oil seal. You’ll have to 
live with the latter unless really bad because it’s an 
engine out job to rectify with upgraded replacements 
and will cost around £1000. You might wish to carry 
out an overhaul while you’re at it; a proper job costs 
around £4000. 

■ Overheating XKs are not unknown of course but 
hardly as common as many would have you believe 
either. It’s usually due to furred up waterways, caused 
by low-quality anti-freeze gumming up the channels 
over the years. Take the car for a good long run to 
check that all is ok. 

■ Don’t be tricked into thinking that all is well if the 
car runs over cool. Perhaps the thermostat has been 
cunningly removed. The S-type featured a superior 
cooling system to the Mk2 and the heater should 
be better too.

WHAT TO LOOK FOR 



TRANSMISSION 



■ Although the Jaguar gearbox is better, both units 
are characteristically heavy and slow to use but watch 
for weak synchromesh causing gear crash when 
shifting up or down. If overdrive is fitted, check it 
works quickly and smoothly (may just need a service). 

■ Rear axles are known to leak oil and are harder 
to fix than on a Mk2 due to the independent rear 
suspension set-up plus the bearings in the alloy hub 
carrier can fail, leading to clonking. 

■ Listen for undue noise and roughness from the 
limited slip diff, if still fitted, it’s quite possible the 
axle ratio may have been changed on an automatic. 
A rebuilt axle will cost £2000 or more. 

■ Three-speed auto boxes are lazy affairs but smooth 
and long-lived. Inspect the fluid: it should be clean 
and not smell ‘burnt’. If it does then it suggests wear. 
Check for slipping, slow, clunky take up and loss of 
ratios. Try the box in manual modes but bear in mind 
that on the later (Daimler-sourced) Borg Warner Type 
35 unit, ‘D2’ position allows the car to move off in 
second for smoother, slower progress so don’t assume 
there’s something wrong. 

■ Clutch replacements are a major job and beyond 
the realms of many home mechanics because the 
engine and transmission have to come out as one. 
And it’s real heavy duty stuff. 









weight meaning more right foot being 
applied more of the time? There again, 
you’re hardly going to use yours every day 
so does it matter. And why not consider an 
LPG conversion; the boot’s big enough! 

VALUES AND MARKETPLACE 

It has to be an image thing - surely? 
Typically, the superior S-type realises 
around 65 per cent the worth of an 
equivalent Mk2 and it has to be a superb 
example (the 3.8 being the most desirable) 



to break the £20,000 barrier. Most fair cars 
go for around half of this, while restoration 
runners start from £4000. The strangely 
unloved 420 is the most affordable of them 
all being in the region of two-thirds the price 
of an equivalent S-type. 

There's always exceptions in the classic 
car world - Lancs-based Kult Kars (01 253 
734199) is advertising a last-of-the-line 
3S-type (a manual with overdrive 3.4) at 
£34,995 which is massive money for this 
Jaguar but that said, the car has been 



thoroughly restored which, Kult rightly says, 
would probably cost over double the price 
now being asked. 

Peter Bell of the JEC says the S-type is 
a much underrated Jaguar and well worth 
considering against a poorer condition Mk2 
for similar money. “I always advise to buy on 
condition rather than model,” he told us. 

Having owned S-types since he was 1 7 
and currently holding a pair of the best left, 
it's fair to say that specialist dealer Robert 
Hughes is an S-type fan and he says that if 



THREE OF A KIND 




Perhaps the Daimler is more in character with the 
S-type than the Mk2, because the accent is more 
on smoothness and refinement. What that lovely V8 
lacks in pace against the XK (although it’s better 
than the 2.4) it compensates in its sweetness and 
flexibility. The interior is more akin to the S-type’s 
cabin too, and both score over the normal Mk2 in 
terms of value but prices are starting to rise. 




A fine cruiser that’s a roomier, cheaper Mk2/S-type 
alternative. The P5 is pure class and what it lacks 
in sportiness makes up for everywhere else.

Sprints and Stags, don’t overlook the forgotten 
2000/2500 saloon that was the BMW 5-Series 
of its day. A silky smooth straight six makes the 
Triumph refined (if overdrive is fitted) and quite quick 
(especially in carb-fed 2500S form) while estates 
are very useful yet classy holdalls and the entire 
range represents strong logic and value for money. 
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he only could keep one classic then it 
would be an S-type and not necessarily a 
3.8 either as he says anyone new to the car 
would find it hard to tell the difference in 
performance between the engines. 

The Weybridge, Surrey dealer cites the 
Jag's great comfort, refinement and handling 
that's on par “with a 1 992 XJ1 2" as its best 
points although admits that it is highly 
unlikely that the S-type will follow in the tyre 
tracks of the Mk1 and actually overtake the 
Mk2, value-wise. 

Robert Hughes says the later 420 (and 
the more upmarket Sovereign) has a 
different character to the S-type and is more 
akin to an S1 XJ6, albeit more compact, so 
it depends what you want although adds 
that he doesn’t like modified cars, many of 
which he feels aren’t done properly and rob 
the true spirit of a car, not simply S-types. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

Do you take the view of Robert Hughes? 

He may have a point because while 
uprating an S-type for modern use is similar 
to improving a Mk2, fewer owners do so. 
Jags don’t have to overheat and a good, 
upgraded radiator with a Kenlowe electric 
fan should cure any boil ups (the 420 
already used a mechanical viscous type); 
the S-type’s cooling was of a better design 
than a Mk2’s anyway. 

As the S-type is heavier and slower than 
a compatible Mk2, more performance may 



be appreciated and there are various routes 
to take, but using later 340 head is a good, 
cost-effective tweak along with E-type 
cams. If you’re happy with stock spec, then 
consider an electronic ignition. 

As the S-type is more of a cruiser than 
the Mk2 you don’t want to spoil the serene 
ride so just overhauling the suspension 
set-up and renewing the Metalastik 
mountings can work wonders along with 
new springs and dampers (although you 
can go slightly firmer here to control roll). 

If the brakes are in good order, they’ll 
suffice, but the 420 has a superior front 
set-up that’s worth fitting to earlier S-types 
and Mk2s for that matter. 

Overdrive makes the going easier on 
manual models (you can fit the S3 five- 
speed with a bit of graft and lots of cash) 
but automatics can sound and feel fussy 
irrespective of model. The answer is to fit a 
taller axle ratio or a later Jaguar four-speed 
gearbox which has an ‘overdrive top’ but the 
job is likely to run into thousands. 

VERDICT 

Isn't it amazing that a 1 960’s Jaguar that's 
demonstrably better than the Mk2 it is 
based upon is less popular? We can't see it 
staying that way for much longer so why not 
own the Jag that the ‘baddies’ used on the 
silver screen and steal one while you can at 
a bargain price. The S-type and the later 
420 is, legal, daylight robbery.

WHAT TO LOOK FOR

RUNNING GEAR 



■ S-types are hefty things so springs and dampers 
wear fast. See that the car sits straight and true. If 
replacing springs, ensure that you get the right ones 
as the heavier S-type used different rates to the Mk2. 

■ Similarly the steering joints suffer from more wear, 
as do the steering boxes (roughly £250 and £500 for 
a PAS). There’s a cluster of bushes that deteriorate; 
polybushing is popular as they last longer and give 
a more precise feel. 

■ The rear suspension is located on a special 
sub-framed cradle with insulating rubber bushes, that 
perish, causing rear steer and they’re very awkward 
to replace (as are the inboard rear brakes). It’s worth 
biting the bullet of a £2000 bill if a specialist does it, 
as a re-bush job transforms the car’s road manners 
at a stroke. Polybushing is tougher, and improves 
handling but affects ride quality. 

■ That suspension means inboard rear disc brakes 
are part of the package and apart from the difficulty 
of renewing the pads, they are prone to picking up oil 
from a leaking differential (very common). 

■ Rear callipers are unique to this model to counter 
the added weight and dearer to repair or overhaul 
than on a Mk2. According to Peter Bell, technical 
advisor to the JEC, XJ6 ones are the best alternative. 

■ S-types look great with wire wheels but you rarely 
see a 420 with them. Check their condition, for loose 
or broken spokes and spline and hub wear.

Baby brother to Big Healey, 
values are starting to soar 




Y ou don’t have to spend a lot of 
money on a car to have a lot of 
fun in it - and nowhere is this 
more evident than with the Austin-Healey 
(Frog-eye) Sprite. Proving that a sports car 
doesn’t have to have a big engine and lots 
of power, this diminutive bundle of joy is 
capable of providing far more fun than 
many classics several times the size - and 
price. Why don’t you join in the fun? 

HISTORY 

1958 The Austin Healey Sprite Mkl 
makes its debut in May; it’s the first 
British sports car to feature monocoque 
construction. Designed to be as basic as 
possible to keep costs down, as a result 
there’s no heater or door handles - and 
not even a bootlid to get into the luggage 
compartment. Instead, this has to be 
accessed from behind the seats. The car 
is well received, but within five months 
the screen and hood fittings are 



redesigned to improve the levels of 
weatherproofing. Power’s provided by a 
948cc engine taken from the A35 saloon. 
After some mild tuning 42.5bhp was made 
available. The Morris Minor donates its 
steering rack while the gearbox, front 
suspension and rear axle are all taken from 
the Austin A35. 

1960 From March sidescreens are fitted as 
standard in place of the previous side 
curtains. They were previously an option. 
And that’s pretty much it in terms of 
Frog-eye development. That’s because in 
little more than a year the model would be 
defunct, replaced by the less characterful 
Sprite Mkl I, which is also available as an 
MG Midget. 

DRIVING AND 
PRESS COMMENTS 

The Frog-kmeye may have been basic even 
for 1 958, but that didn’t stop contemporary 
reviewers from appreciating its appeal to 
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Spartan cockpit, even the rev 
counter and heater were extras but 
we bet you won’t find a Frog-eye 
lacking the former

^ those on a budget. From The Autocar’s first 
review of the Sprite: “The advantages of 
the Sprite’s conception are several, for 
while acceleration and speed at first glance 
seem modest, the character, behaviour, 
economy of operation and, not least, the 
low initial cost combine to make a very 
rewarding total”. 

Despite the A-Series engine not even 
quite running to a litre, the Sprite’s low 
frontal area and minimal kerb weight (just 
665kg or 14631b) gave the Frog-eye an 
agility - and stronger performance - that 
some bigger cars just couldn’t match. 
Capable of despatching the quarter-mile 
sprint in 21.7 seconds, the tiny Austin 
Healey was just half a second shy of what 
the 1 .5-litre MG Magnette could achieve. 

The Frog-eye may have been pitched as 
a sports car, but it was its handling and 
economy that provided the greatest appeal, 
rather than outright performance. As The 
Autocar wrote: “The Sprite is at its most 
satisfying on winding roads, on which its 
exceptionally good roadholding can be 
appreciated to the full. With but 2 1/3 turns 
of the wheel from lock to lock, the rack-and- 
pinion steering is very precise. The way in 



which the Sprite goes around corners is a 
delight. Unexpected bumps do not catch 
car or driver by surprise and on wet roads 
the car remains predictable and safe. The 
structure as a whole is extremely rigid. 

Even on rough surfaces there is no trace of 
scuttle shake”. 

The praise continued, with the Sprite 
getting a thumbs up for its comfortable, 
supportive seats, quiet transmission, perky 
engine and strong brakes. Roof-up 
refinement was an issue though, and the 
fact that the exhaust sheared during the test 
didn’t go down too well. But overall the new 
Sprite clearly had the makings of a great 
car, the verdict running: “The little Austin 
Healey Sprite has the sort of charm that 




WHAT TO LOOK FOR 







1 GENERAL 





■ There’s not much interior trim as the cars were fairly 
basic. Carpeting wasn’t a feature - rubber mats graced 
the floors instead. Many interiors now have carpets on 
the floors, but repro sets of rubber mats are available, 
at £40 per set. 

■ Few cars carry their original (overlarge) two-spoke 
steering wheel, as even when they were new many 
were thrown away in favour of a wood-rimmed one. 
Original wheels are now hard to find, although few 
people seem to worry about anything non-original. 

■ The (optional) rev counter works via a mechanical 
drive from the back of the dynamo. Replacements are 
expensive but the original units are pretty durable. 
Instrumentation is often incorrect or not working - and 
replacements are expensive so make sure you won’t 
need to buy anything. 

■ The Sprite’s electrical system is very simple, so 
there’s not much to go wrong. Heaters were an optional 
extra so there’s often only the car’s lighting and ignition 
wiring to consider. Despite this, electrical systems are 
frequently bodged. Its simplicity makes it easy to check, 
so have a good look round or you could end up with 
all sorts of problems. 

■ If the rear lights are damaged you can replace them 
with MGA or TR3 units, as they’re the same. Control 
boxes for the car’s electrical system also fail, but as 
there are no moving parts it’s impossible to tell how 
much life is left in a unit. Replacements weigh in at 
around £25.

WHAT TO LOOK FOR 



ENGINE 



■ The engine was the same as that used in the A35, 
but with twin SU carburettors instead of the A35’s 
single Zenith. It was also fitted with stronger bearings, 
valve springs and exhaust valves. 

■ Not many cars still have their original 948cc engine 
as most have either bigger units or rebuilt items 
fitted by now. If you’re after a Sprite still featuring 
its original powerplant, see if its serial number begins 
with 9C-U-H. That won’t tell you if it’s the original 
engine (you’ll need a Heritage trace certificate for 
that), but you can at least tell if it’s the correct 
version for the car. 

■ The A-Series doesn’t like unleaded, so an additive 
has to be used or valve seat inserts have to be fitted. 

■ It isn’t known for its ability to retain oil, and if you’re 
looking at a 948cc fitted with a scroll-type rear crank 
seal there’s almost no chance of it being oil-tight. 

■ If your quest is to track down a car that’s original in 
every respect, make sure the carburettors have brass 
tops, indicating the correct 1 1/8in versions. Later 
plastic-topped 1 1/4in units are often substituted. 

■ Starting from cold the oil pressure should be BOpsi 
- once warmed up expect 40psi at lOOOrpm. If there’s 
much less than this you can expect to have to rebuild 
it before long. 

■ Tappet noise is a part of Sprite ownership, as is a 
rattling timing chain. If you find the timing chain too 
noisy a Duplex assembly can be fitted to make it run 
more quietly. 



grows with acquaintance. It exhibits so 
many pleasant characteristics on the 
road, does much more - and does it better 
- than the specification suggests, and 
shows every indication of providing many 
miles of lively motoring at very low 
operating cost’’. 

VALUES 

Terry Horler of the Midget & Sprite Club 
has written numerous books on these 
cars and knows the market inside out. He 
comments: “Frog-eye values have shot 
up over the past couple of years to the 
point where a decent car with an 
all-steel body will now cost at least 
£1 2,000. Something roadworthy but 
with a glassfibre front end is closer to 
£1 0,000 while the best Frog-eyes can 
go for as much as £20,000. An 
interesting history can push values up 
even further, but such cars are rare". 

There was a time when a lot of Frogs 
were coming back from the US to be sold 
as projects, but that’s largely dried up 
now. There are still quite a few projects 
available, but they’re invariably UK cars 
that have been in long-term storage. For a 
car that’s complete but needing a total 
overhaul you’ll pay at least £3000; spend 
less and you’ll probably have key parts 
missing that will be hard to replace. Items 
such as the correct instruments, steering 
wheel, dynamo or 1 1 /8-inch SU carbs 
are all hard to find, so make sure they’re 
there if buying a project. Buy the right

project and restore it on a DIY basis and 
you could turn a small profit. 

Horler continues: “Cars tuned in period 
are rare and fetch a premium; look out for 
Frog-eyes pepped up by Donald Healey 
Motor Company, BMC Special Tuning, 
Alexander, Nerus or Speedwell, the latter 
being the most prolific of the lot. There 
were five genuine Sebring cars made in 
period, three of which survive. Because 
they’re so valuable (at least £85,000) and 
rarely come up for sale there are quite a 
few replicas around. 

“Building one of these isn’t all that 
straightforward so it’s no surprise that a 
Sebring copy - if done well - will also 
fetch more than a regular Frog-eye". 

Between 1 985 and 1 999, the Frog-eye 
Car Company built 130 glassfibre-bodied 
Frog-eyes. Initially offered as a bodyshell 
into which a rotten Frog-eye’s mechanicals 
would be installed, many cars ended up 
being fitted with modern running gear. 

More usable and with no worries about 
originality, these modern-day Sprites can 
fetch anywhere between £1 0,000 and 
£15,000 depending on condition. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

There are all sorts of changes you can make 
to a Frog, some of which are worthwhile. 



many of which are not. Before making 
changes make sure that anything you do is 
reversible, at least if you think you might not 
keep the car forever. Many buyers are 
happy to drive something non-standard, but 
this is now a car that’s moved into the realm 
of the collector - which means originality is 
increasingly becoming the key.

WHAT TO LOOK FOR

RUNNING GEAR 



■ The Mkl gearbox has syncro on second, third and 
fourth, although early gearboxes had weaksyncromesh 
on second gear. Originals will have a smooth gearbox 
casing (visible down the back of the engine), which 
is often substituted for the later (1098/1 275cc) ribbed 
version, offering greater strength and better ratios. 
Expect whining in first but a heavy rattle indicates 
worn layshaft bearings. 

■ Early steel-wheel half-shafts are prone to breaking, 
and with engine upgrades being popular they have an 
even harder time. Check the part number on the outer 
end of the shaft, if BTA 806, then it should be OK. A 
lack of soundproofing makes it easy to hear whines 
and knocks from the half-shaft splines once they begin 
to wear. Replacement half-shafts are available at £111 
with wire wheels or £174 with disc wheels. 

■ The steering should be light and positive. If it isn’t the 
chances are the assembly hasn’t been greased regularly. 

■ To check for wear jack up the front of the car by 
supporting it under the front crossmember, and grip 
the road wheel at top and bottom. Try to rock it - if 
there’s any play it may indicate kingpin wear. To be 
certain, get somebody to apply the footbrake while you 
repeat the process. If it’s ‘cured’ a new wheel bearing 
is needed - if there’s still play the kingpin bushes or 
lower links (fulcrum pins) are due for replacement. 

■ The front lever arm dampers lose their effectiveness 
very quickly, so check by bouncing each front corner. 
The rears are far more durable. Some cars have 
had a telescopic damper conversion, which is quite 
involved. The end result doesn’t feel any better, but 
the replacement dampers will be much more durable. 

■ The master cylinder is a dual item, controlling both 
the brake and clutch systems. Check efficiency and 
look for leaks around the master cylinder, because if 
one of the bores is damaged or worn you’ll probably 
have to scrap the whole unit and replace it with a 
new one, at £75 or so.

There’s one exception to this rule and 
that’s the engine; many Frog-eye fans 
don’t mind if there’s a 1 098cc or 1 275cc 
A-Series engine in the nose, rather than 
the original 948cc unit. However, if this is 
fitted there needs to be a disc-brake 
conversion, which currently costs about 
£1 000 to undertake properly and the 
gearing should ideally be revised. 

The A-Series engine always produced 
plenty of tappet noise, while a rattling 
timing chain is common too. If you find the 
timing chain too noisy a Duplex assembly 
can be fitted to make it run more quietly; 
a kit of parts is available for around £60. 

Some cars have had a telescopic 
damper conversion, which is quite 
involved. The end result doesn’t feel any 
better, but the replacement dampers will 
be much more durable than the original 
lever arm units. A full kit of parts is 
available for £600, with replacement 
dampers selling for about £1 00 per pair. 

Other than this it’s the usual items that 
you can attend to; halogen headlights, 
electronic ignition, wire wheels etc. 

All of these are reversible but they 
make the Frog-eye more usable which is 



why they’re all worth doing, although 
switching to wire wheels is a matter of 
personal taste. Move over to these and 
you’ll need to find around £275 for the 
hub conversion kit while wheels are 
£1 45 for painted wheels and around 
£210 for chromed items. With cleaning 
much more involved and wear much 
more likely, don’t bin those disc wheels 
without careful consideration first. 

VERDICT 

The Frog-eye was always intended to 
provide fun-packed motoring for those 
on a budget, and to a point it’s still 
capable of doing that. But as with most 
classics, values have crept up in recent 
years to a level where there are a lot of 
other open-topped cars within reach, 
some of which are significantly faster 
and more luxurious. 

That said, many of those alternatives 
don’t have the character that the Sprite 
offers - and that’s something which is 
harder to quantify. They’re also often not 
as much fun; the Frog-eye might be 
spartan but it’s just as enjoying the drive 
as many more upmarket sports cars. 



WHAT TO LOOK FOR 







1 BODY & CHASSIS 





■ By far the biggest problem with Sprites is body rot. 
Worst culprits are the rear spring mounting boxes in 
the floor behind the seats. There should be a gap of 
three inches or so between the top of the rear tyre 
and the wheelarch. If the gap is much less the box 
has almost certainly collapsed, which means major 
surgery is needed. 

■ A low ride height at the rear can also be down to a 
settled or broken quarter elliptic spring or a collapsed 
mounting. Check the latter, more serious, problem by 
ensuring that the lower edge of the spring mounting 
plate is parallel to the lower edge of the sill. 

■ Sills and A-posts corrode, so check the gaps 
between the door and both the A-post and the B-post, 
which should be even. It’s common for the gap to be 
narrower at the top, indicating sag in the bodyshell. 

■ The rear-hinged bonnet incorporates the front 
wings and valance. Both of these tend to rust badly 
and the area around the bonnet hinges also dissolves. 

■ While you’re in this area inspect grille surround and 
the seams between the wings and bonnet top; all rot. 

■ Another weak point is the battery tray, which 
collects water then rots through. It doesn’t stop there, 
as the combined brake and clutch master cylinder 
can leak brake fluid onto the surrounding bodywork. 

■ Check the boot floor where it joins the rear panel 
along with the footwells and area behind the seats. 

■ If the inner sills have rotted badly, repairs will be 
involved. Similarly, rear wheelarches and lower rear 
wings can rust badly, and although repair sections 
are available it’s not easy to effect a repair so expect 
to see past bodges here. 

■ The bodyshell is the Frog-eye’s weakness but the 
good news is that new high quality steel Wheeler 
and Davies Frog-eye bodyshells are available from 
Classicarco who also offers a comprehensive Frog-eye 
spares operation.Go to www.frogeyespares.co.uk.

When the Frog was facelifted in 1961 it was also 
offered in MG form, as the Midget. Once the Sprite 
had been killed off in 1971 the MG soldiered on alone 
until 1979. Never fitted with an engine bigger than 
1.5-litres, performance is leisurely but these are still 
great fun to drive, easy to upgrade and simple to 
restore or maintain. There are plenty to choose from 
too; far more MGs were built than Austin-Healeys. 



While Sprite values have climbed inexorably over the 
past few years, those for the SSI have gone the other 
way. As a result this is probably the cheapest roadster 
you can buy - prices start at just £300 or so. There 
were 1300 and 1600 Ford CVH options along with 
a turbocharged Nissan 1800 Ti, the latter offering 
0-60mph in just 6.9 seconds. With these priced from 
just £1500, it’s the ‘modern-day’ Frog-eye but uglier. 



Simple to work on, easy to restore and well served by 
clubs as well as specialists, the Spitfire is the perfect 
cheap sportscar. There were 1147cc, 1296cc and 
1493cc engines fitted across five iterations between 
1962 and 1981. Early cars are getting collectable and 
more costly, but superb later cars can be picked up 
cheaply. If your budget is tight go for a MkIV with its 
1.5-litre engine - it’s all you need for fun.

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BLADON’S BEAT 



Why I Loved Crazy Frog 

Stuart still has fond memories of the spirited little Sprite tested 
nearly 60 years ago as well as the cars his brother bought

U sually there is need for a bit of research 
to find out when a particular car was 
tested, but not with this one. Very 
clearly remembered is the night towards the 
end of October 1 959 when I was doing one of 
my illegal journeys along M1, which was due 
to be opened to traffic for the first time two 
weeks later. It was a clear night and as I batted 
along in the little Austin-Healey Sprite, seeing 
the way the headlamps lit up the string of cats’ 
eyes and the still very unusual-looking 
direction signs, it suddenly occurred to me that 
I could take a picture of this. 

WHO NEEDS A SELFIE STICK 

My camera and tripod from an earlier 
photographic session were still in the back of 
the Sprite - well, you could hardly call it a 
boot because there was no lid - and there 
was not a soul about. The Sprite was stopped 
on the left lane, the camera set up on the 
tripod, and because I didn’t know how long 
the time exposure should be, I guessed and 
knocked off three exposures on different time 
settings. One of them proved spot-on, and 



even showed the distant bridges for the 
Northampton flyover. I don’t think you could 
do that today, at any hour of day or night! Just 
a fortnight later, on 2nd November, Transport 
Minister Ernest Marples snipped the tape and 
used a mobile telephone installed in a police 
car to authorise removal of the barricades, 
and the motorway was open. The picture 
which I had taken made a good heading shot 
for my article about the new motorway, 
published on 30th October 1959. 

SPRITE WAS THE START OF 
SOMETHING GOOD 

The Sprite which I was using was our second 
Road Test of the model. The first appeared 
soon after the announcement of the new little 
low-price two-seater sports car in June 1 958, 
but my 1 959 car featured the newly available 
hardtop made of glass-fibre. A silly nonsense 
of the purchase tax regulations, then in force, 
meant that buyers could save a fat £3 - a 
useful bit of cash all those years ago - by 
ordering the hardtop after delivery of the car. 
As an approved accessory purchased as an 



after-thought it cost £46 1 0s, but if it came 
with the new car it was subject to purchase 
tax and cost £49 11s 8d. With the hardtop 
came improved side-screens with metal 
edging, and I found that the light, unlined 
hardtop could be fitted or removed quite 
easily single handed. 

As well as the hardtop, quite a long list of 
options was available for the Sprite, 
beginning with the all-important addition of a 
heater for £19, and BMC wanted £4 extra if 
you thought it ought to have a rev counter. If 
your search for a good used example of an 
early Sprite brings up one with no front 
bumpers, don’t imagine that a previous owner 
has nicked them or taken them off to save 
weight; they were always an extra at £5 1 3s! 

IT’S A SCREAM 

Opening of the motorway soon revealed a 
problem evident with so many cars in those 
days: the gearing in top was too low for 
sustained fast cruising, and, in the case of the 
Frog-eye, with only 15.4mph per lOOOrpm, it 
meant that the Sprite’s willing A-Series engine 
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was positively buzzing away at over SOOOrpm at 
the 80mph cruising speeds which were the norm 
then (sadly not now!-ed). 

The top speed of the Sprite in this later test 
was 84mph, four higher than the earlier car had 
achieved, perhaps as a result of the better wind 
flow over the hardtop? Fuel consumption was a 
highly creditable 40.3mpg overall. 

The interior mirror was mounted too low and 
was criticised in both tests. In the motorway 
picture it can be seen twisted upright to give a 
bit of view rearward, but later it was removed 
and replaced with a simple suction-fitting mirror 
for the remainder of the test. 

BLADON BUYS ONE 

A year after the test appeared I had a call from 
my brother Hugh, stationed out in Germany as 
an officer in the RASC, to ask if I thought 
purchase of a Sprite was a good idea, and if so 
how much could I lend him. I came up with £25 
(kid’s pocket money these days but a lot of wad 
back then-ed), and our father produced another 
equal sum, enabling him to put down £50 as the 
deposit on a new one. As a perk of being in the 
services, resident overseas he was able to avoid 
purchase tax, and in February 1961 Hugh took 
delivery of his first Austin-Healey Sprite from 
Brugemanns in Dusseldorf for just £370 
comparing well with the £631 the British- 
resident customer had to pay! A friend took him 
to Dusseldorf to collect it but on the return the 
cars became separated and he had no idea 
where to go. In a new and unfamiliar car, in the 
dark and raining, his first drive in the Sprite was 
a frightening one, but fortunately uneventful. 

In 1 962 he sold it to a friend who used to 
drive as fast as possible round a circuit of roads 



open to traffic, trying to shave a few seconds off 
his fastest time, and eventually ran out of road 
and crashed it through a barbed wire fence. He 
had the presence of mind to duck down below 
the facia because he had removed the 
windscreen in the quest for more speed. 

After repairs, it was painted red... 

In June 1961 the Sprite appeared in Mark II 
form with an opening boot lid and headlamps 
built into the front of the wings, instead of 
protruding from the one-piece bonnet and wing 
structure like an after-thought which led to the 
unkind nickname ‘Frog-eye’. 

One of these was Hugh’s second purchase. 
It still had only six-gallon (27-litre) capacity in the 
fuel tank, but as he was in command of a huge 
army petrol depot he had an unlimited supply of 
jerricans, and when returning to England for a 
spot of leave he used to pour in the contents of 



one of the jerricans on reaching Ostend, and the 
20 litres from the can would always just refill the 
tank, confirming the 40mpg target that our Road 
Test had suggested. 

The second Sprite, purchased in 1962 for 
£450 was changed for an MG Midget in 1 963. 
The Midget had been added to the BMC range 
in June 1 961 a couple of weeks after the Mark II 
Sprite was launched, and Hugh bought one of 
these in Cologne in 1 963, but it was, he said, a 
disaster. It suffered from an annoying flat spot 
which no amount of effort at tuning and checking 
carburettors and ignition could cure. 

After suffering it for a year, he sold it while 
on leave in UK and bought a Triumph Spitfire 
which proved much more enjoyable. 

In all the tests of the Sprite and Midget, the 
one thing always praised was the steering and 
handling. Sixty years on, little has changed!

Codenamed ‘Project Bomb’ - here’s how to make your Spitfire go like one!

I Ihe Battle of Britain was raged 
on our roads back in the 1 960s 

and 70s - between Spitfire and 

‘Spridgef drivers. So Whose side are 
you now on? 

Critics of the Triumph said that the 
Herald-based sports car was too soft 
and cissy compared to the harder 
core Austin-Healey Sprite and its MG 
Midget clone, but let’s not forget the 
success the Spitfire enjoyed in both 
race and rallying, even competing at 
the Le Mans 24 Hours. 

You may not want to go that far 
with your cherished classic but there’s 
a lot you can do to make your Spitfire 
swifter and safer on the road and ideal 
for light motorsport use. Read how! 



BEFORE YOU START 

First things first, before making a high 
flyer you need to ensure that your car is 
solid. The chassis is prone to rust but 
the good news is that you can weld in 
sections or even buy new frames and 
riggers if you so wish. 

Mechanically, you can’t get a simpler 
sports car. That E-type like forward- 
hinging bonnet allows superb access to 
the engine and front end and spare parts 
availability is excellent. 

The main concern is that old Triumph 
foible of crank thrust washers and these 
need to be okay before you tune the 
engine. When overhauling the engine 
you should replace originals using the 
latest aftermarket types. 



HOTTING ONE UP 

The engine first started out as a 
‘Standard’ unit of just 803cc and ended 
up almost double the capacity! Of 
1147CC ‘1200’, 1296cc‘1300’ unit and 
1493cc ‘1500’, apart from the 1500 
they all share the same 76mm crankshaft 
throw although you can’t bore the 
engines out to their next respective sizes 
without a bit of hassle. 

However, you can overbore a 
1 296cc unit by 40 thou to give 1 387cc 
and some have even stretched it to 
1 584cc. The 1 500 is pretty much at the 
limit although it can be rebored by as 
much as 60 thou to a 1 604cc capacity 
by using TR6 pistons. However, seek 
expert advice first as this modification 
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TRIUMPH SPITFIRE

demands custom con rods and 
bore liners imported from the USA 
and they don’t come cheap! 

Also some engines (made up 
to 1 965) featured weaker con 
rods and are not suited for 
dramatic tuning. One of the 
reasons why specialists hark on 
about the 1 296cc unit, apart 
from its larger size, is the far 
more efficient eight port cylinder 
head employed. Sadly, this can’t 
be fitted to the smaller units as 
the stud pattern is different. 

One peculiarity is that the 
1 200 head features smaller 
valves than the Herald! Camshaft changes 
can be achieved with the engine in situ as 
it can be pulled out at the front once the 
grille radiator and head are removed. On 
the earliest Spitfires the tubular extractor 
manifold fitted to the Mk2, is worth fitting if 
you can find one. 

Moss sells TriumphTune and Piper 
cams catering for road, fast road and Race 
for around £1 80 incidentally, as well as a 
range of cylinder heads costing in the 
region of £900 as do some specialists like 
Moordale. The 1300 engine is regarded by 
most as the best unit to gain meaningful 
bhp from and this mod alone in an earlier 
car will give a useful power gain. 

If you don’t mind a less rev happy but 
lustier engine, then the 1 500 is a good 
option and not as bad as many claim it to 
be, so says Triumph experts Moordale 
Motors in Potters Bar, Hertfordshire 
(01707 650284). “A lot of rubbish has 
been spoken about these engines,” says 
Dale and particularly likes the welcome 
torque of the larger unit. It can rev almost 
as high as the 1 296cc once the bottom 
end is carefully balanced and the flywheel 
lightened by around 5-7lb, he adds. 

The 1 500 unit had the advantage of 
only a little more power over a 1300 and 



has problems wearing out its big end 
shells. Moss advises using uprated engine 
fasteners for more accurate control of 
clamping pressure and reduces the risk of 
failure during use and is recommended for 
uprated or competition engines. 

With a fully modded cylinder head, 
racier camshaft and a single weber DCOE 
carburettor (you can’t use twins due to the 
earlier Siamesed inlet ported head) you 
can muster up to 90bhp or more from a 
1 200 Spitfire. 

The larger 1300 unit yielded up to 
1 30bhp as a racer in its heyday but in this 
state will be a pig for road driving; it’s best 
to go for a milder tune but you’re still 
looking at over 1 0Obhp on Weber DCOEs 
or 80-90bhp if keeping with the standard 
1 .25in twin SU carbs. Larger twin 1 .5in 
Strombergs found on the Vitesse, GT6 



and 2000 saloons are a useful upgrade but 
speak to a Triumph tuner beforehand as 
some advocate 1 .5in SUs instead which fit 
much more easily and give much greater 
needle selection for finer tuning. 

Cooling, particularly on the 1 500 can 
be marginal and do with an upgrade by dint 
of a superior radiator or core (try Radtec or 
Express Radiator Services). Experts have 
improved oil flow to the centre main by 
opening up to 5/1 6in and although some 
say you don’t need an oil cooler it is of most 
benefit on a highly tuned 1 500. 

You can’t ignore the fact that you can 
turn a Spitfire4 into a Spitfire6 by slotting in 
the six pot and it transforms the Spitfire’s 
pace and character. It’s not a simple drop in 
and you’ll need to alter and beef up the 
chassis; some reckon dropping a Spitfire 
body on a GT6 frame is the best solution.

You will also need a GT6 bonnet with its 
necessary power bulge although we gather 
that by shifting the engine rearwards and 
modifying the original engine plate you can 
retain the lower Spitfire frontal. You need the 
2000 gearbox, which means further mods to 
accommodate the clutch slave cylinder. 

An easier swap is the slant four Dolomite 
engine which is almost a straight drop in, 
presumably because Triumph once had 
plans to do this although both swaps are 
only really justified if you intend to tune the 
engine’s further; the standard TR7 engine 
kicks out about the same as an easily tune 
1 300 can achieve plus the smaller lighter 
engine aids handling balance. 

There’s plenty of personal advice on 
respective websites and forums while it’s 
said that Canley Classics still owns the 
original development car. A Hot Car mag 
reader sent details of such a swap way back 
in 1 975 so it can be done at home! 

HANDLING THE POWER 

Before trying to keep this high flyer’s feet 
(or rather tyres) firmly on the ground, let’s 
tackle the transmissions first. The optional 
overdrive allows six-speeds in theory and as 
a result gives you the choice of either 
benefiting from improved cruising with taller 
gearing or, if you drop the ratio in the axle, 
better performance but without the engine 
screaming its modified head off. 

The overdrive works acceptably well and 
can be uprated with stronger clutches and 
springs and higher operating pressure for 
more ‘immediate’ engagement. O/D Spares 



of Rugby (01788 540666 www.odspares. 
com) charges around £80 to uprate your 
existing unit on top of its usual overhauling 
prices. On single-rail boxes, it’s worth fitting 
the later Spitfire gear lever so the overdrive 
switch is atop and so you can change gear 
and flick in and out of o/d in a single action. 

Moordale says that when this O/D 
Spares uprated ‘Race’ unit is wired up 
properly you effectively have an eight speed 
gearbox that is brilliant for competitions 
such as Autosolos/Autotests and if you 
tackle rallies with lots of hairpin bends. 

You can fit the evergreen Ford Sierra 
Type 9 five-speed gearbox but this may be 
unnecessary as well as expensive. 

One trait that has always blighted the 
Spitfire is its tricky handling caused by the 
quirky rear transverse leaf spring, famous for 
its ability to ‘tuck in’ the rear wheels just 
when you need them most! 

Various aftermarket tweaks were 
devised over the decades, serving not only 
the Spitfire but also Heralds, GT6s and 
Vitesses ranging from a simple ‘camber

compensator’ costing a few quid back then 
to a virtual adjustable full-race rear end 
(from leading tuners SAH). 

When the Mk4 Spitfire was launched. 
Triumph finally got around to sorting it out 
properly and the factory revision is 
generally regarded as the best modification. 
Budget on around £1 50 from specialists 
for a similar set-up, which when allied to 
1 75/65 section tyres (about the widest you 
need for road use) makes the once skittish 
Spitfire handle very well. If you want to 
retain wire wheels then your tyre choice 
and size is more limited. Be careful that the 
rims don’t rub against the front flexible 
brake hoses. 

There’s a choice of dampers and 
springs to mull over along with better 
(thicker) anti roll bars though these MUST 
be matched to any rear end improvements; 
speak to a specialist first for best advice 
on this and where best to fit harder 
polyurethane bushes. We say this because 
Spitfires aren’t the most easiest of riders 
even in standard trim and any uprating will 
only make the ride even harsher; a good 
reason to fit adjustable dampers so you 
can adjust to suit your mood. 

Brakes? All boasted front disc brakes, 
and as long as they are in good order 
should cope with mild performance tuning, 
after slipping in a set of EBC Green Stuff 
or Mintex 1 1 44 pads. Think twice about 
fitting the larger GT6/Vitesse anchors as 
they need the appropriate master and 
slave cylinders to make the switch perform 
properly, which is often overlooked, not to 
mention front suspension vertical links.

WHY BUY? 

If you’re after a quality British sporting 
saloon but the budget can’t match the 
prices Jaguar Mk1 and Mk2s sell for, 
then the MG Magnette makes a great 
alternative. The ZA/ZB boasts a 
similar style, the interiors enjoy the 
same wood and leather ambience 
and exude a similar touch of class. 
Granted, the Jags beat the MGs for 
pace and grace but the Magnette Z 
cars are just as much fun to drive due 
to their crisper handling. The Farina 
replacement, sadly, is a different kettle 
of camshafts, with its retrograde 
chassis but all cruise well. 

Prices remain fairly keen, 
especially the less liked Farinas where 
£4000 can net a nice one although 
the earlier versions are starting to rise 
in value; a recent auction sale of 
£1 8,000 for a concours ZB is 
testimony to that. No doubt about it, 
MG’s Magnettes have their attraction! 

MODEL CHOICE 

There’s only two derivatives of the 
Magnette so your choice is 
somewhat limited and should major 
on condition above all else. The ZA

was the first MG to be built on the 
‘monocoque’ principle and the bodies 
were supplied by Pressed Steel, 
another company owned by BMC. 

The first 250 or so had front 
windows sans quarter lights and the 
first 6000 featured the novel ‘tintop’ 
dashboards albeit with an authentic 
sprayed wood effect. 

In 1 956 the ZB was launched, 
equipped with larger SU carbs, fitted 
to improved manifolding. Along with 
a raised compression ratio from 
7.5:1 to 8.3:1 the result was 68bhp. 
The MG was always the swifter 
option over the Wolseley which 
could just about exceed the national 
speed limit. The ZB was fairly sporty 
(for its time) with its 90mph top 
speed and the low rev pull of that 
lusty B-Series made it feel brisker 
than it actually was. 

With the launch of the ZB came 
the more upmarket Varitone model 
identified by its airier wraparound 
rear screen and the option of snazzy 
two-tone paint. 

The ZB was the more popular of 
the two Magnettes selling 18,524 in 
just two years against 1 8,076 ZAs 
over three years. It’s likely that there 
will be more ZBs around as they will 
have had fewer years to rust away 
and make no mistake these cars did

rust thanks to the completely 
unprotected and complicated 
monocoque structure. Rot and the 
Magnette’s attraction to stock car/ 
banger racers during the 1970s and 
80s means that less than 1 000 
probably survive in total. 

The charming ZB was replaced 
by the frumpy Farina models and 
with it gained a new identity and 
character. Now little more than a 
posher Morris Oxford and made at 
the same factory, it was saddled with 
that family car’s inferior suspension 
and old fashioned steering box, 
displacing that sharp rack and pinion 
steering that made the Magnette 
handle like a bigger Riley 1 .5. A 
quick revise two years after launch in 
1961 improved matters but not by 
much, leading to one road test to 
remark “One might just as well order 
a 1 5/60 Wolseley or an Austin A55,” 
although the MkIV did boast a larger 
1 622cc engine and the option of a 
proper automatic transmission. The 
ZB utilised a quirky two-pedal 
clutchless system: ‘Manumatic’. 
Unreliable and very expensive to fix, 
we don’t know of any survivors. 

The attraction of the Farina lies in 
its admittedly good value for money 
and a spacious, classy cabin. It 
depends what you want from this 
sporting saloon to be honest. Certain 
mods improve all cars although it’s 
up to you to decide whether such 
examples are worth paying extra for. 
They should certainly not command a 
higher price than a standard 
top-notch one, however. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL 

Before you even drive off, you can’t 
help but be taken in by the MG’s 
interior, a very pleasant place to be 
with high quality leather, Wilton 
carpets, several trees worth of wood 
trim (apart from very early ZAs) and 
that Octagon speedo cowl. If you 
look at the Magnette as an MGA 
saloon or a bigger luxurious (Morris 
Minor-derived) Riley 1 .5 you won’t go 
far wrong and the ZA/ZB drives in a 
very similar way. 

The original Magnettes have the 
most pull for enthusiasts because of 
their sportier feel. In contrast, the 
Farinas feel woolly with a sloppy 
steering. Gearing on all cars is 
typically 1 950’s low so motorway 
cruising at anything more than 65mph 
can be a bit wearing. There was an 
overdrive conversion from Alexander 
Engineering which made a lot of

O GENERAL 

Front wings are becoming scarce. Whiie the 
ZA was essentiaiiy a revised Woiseiey 4/44, 
oniy the basic sheii, boot iid and front doors 
were simiiar carry-overs. 

How much of the car is standard? Low 
vaiues means an anything goes’ phiiosophy 
has been adopted, iinterior, particuiariy iater 
cars, is Jag-iike appointed in wood and 
ieather but is often damaged by ageing and 
water ieaks (penny to a pound the screen 
rubbers wiii be past it) pius is as expensive 
as a Jag Mk2 to restore. 

Externai trim can be difficuit to obtain, 
particuiariy the hockey stick chrome 
mouidings, bumpers and the griiie so any 
re-chroming of the originai parts is going to 
be pricey. 

0 BODY AND CHASSIS 

Bodysheiis can rot badiy and the condition of 
the siiis is hyper criticai - particuiariy the 
weided seam where the inners and outers 
are joined, if the inners have gone then 
expect major, expensive repairs. So check 
with utmost care. 

Another weii known rot area is the box 
section which sits just behind the front 
wheeis. This can fiii with water and if the 
drain channeis are biocked rot wiii quickiy 
spread to the siiis. A good test is to ask to 
see if the car can be raised with its standard 
jack... 

inspect the toe boards and aii box section 
members. Front and rear suspension spring 
mountings rot and are MoT safety-criticai. 
Scrutinise the A and B post by the doors. At 
the rear have a good look at the wheel 
arches with the doors open. 

O ENGINE 

The B-Series is tough and tolerant of neglect. 
Look for low oil pressure (anything less than 
hOpsi on the move is bad news), smoking, 
undue tappet noise and rumbling crankshafts 
under load. A lighter noise is usually the big 
end shells needing replacing which can be 
done with unit in situ. 

O RUNNING GEAR 

The combined clutch and brake master 
cylinder corrodes internally and is expensive 
to refurbish. Look for leaks, a slipping clutch 
or sub-standard brakes on a test drive. 

Transmissions are sturdy though they can 
lose synchromesh, usually in second gear, 
and become noisy but soldier on regardless 
unless really past it. The same goes for the 
rear axle. Check to see if the right ratio still 
fitted to the car - it may have been changed.

difference and we can’t see why an 
MGB transmission can’t be made to 
fit. Alternatively, a Ford Sierra five- 
speed ‘box does the job better 
because not only does it provide 
overdrive but the Ford’s intermediate 
ratios are much better suited to the 
B-Series torque spread. Initially, the 
saloon ran with a 4.3:1 axle ratio but, 
a lower 4.875:1 was fitted to improve 
pep to the detriment of refinement. 
Then a 4.55:1 was fitted for taller 
(16.32mph) gearing by 1956. 

WHAT TO PAY 

This is one of the Magnette’s strongest 
attractions as it’s hard to find such a 
prestigious and classy sports saloon 
for so little. The ‘Z cars’ are the most 
highly prized and deservedly so. 
Recently, a concours Varitone sold for 
almost £20,000 although this remains 
the exception rather than the rule and 
you can find a nice example for around 
half this and a fair one for half again, 
which for a little bit more is what better 
than average Farinas go for. 

MAKING ONE BETTER 

As with all MGs there’s plenty you can 
do to personalise yours - this section 
barely scratches the surface. Better 
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ZA/ZB interior is almost 




gearing we’ve already touched upon and 
ideally it needs extra performance so the 
car can cope with this without getting 
bogged down. The most logical tweak is 
to up the engine to MGA tune or bore it 
out to 1 798cc along the lines of the 
original three-bearing MGB unit; later 
five bearing units fit but need more, 
straightforward, modifying to do so. The 
B-Series can be taken out to 2-litres 
and with added tuning for around 
1 20bhp makes for a genuine Mk2 eater. 

The suspension can also be 
considerably improved with uprated 
leaf springs and shock absorbers and 
a smaller steering wheel will improve 
the steering response albeit increasing 
its weight at low speeds. Wire wheels 
from the MGA can be fitted as can 
disc brakes although drums work fine 
with good quality linings and a servo. 
You can convert to discs from an 
MGB, London Taxi or any of the big 
six-cylinder Austin/Wolseley range from 
the 1 950s, but you may need to fit 
MGB steel disc wheels to clear them. 

AS A DAILY DRIVER 

If you are prepared to accept lowly 
performance (in today’s terms ) a 
standard Magnette can be used as a 
daily driver. It’s a relatively easy, if old

Thanks to their 1 950’s design, 
Magnettes are straightforward, sturdy 
machines that, like the A55 and A60, 
served many well over the decades. 
No special tools are required and 
with a few worthy upgrades such as 
electronic ignition, alternators and 
uprated starter motors, can make 
very practical daily drivers. 

And if the battery goes flat, use 
the starting handle instead of jump 
leads to get going. It’s also a great 
aid when setting the tappets or 
ignition, but watch your wrist if you’ve 
never used one before!

MAINTENANCE 

MATTERS 

Like all rwd BMC cars, the Magnette 
must be one of the easiest classics 
to own and a DIY dream. With few 
exceptions, mechanical and body 
parts are available from major 
suppliers, MG clubs and any good 
autojumble and remember all 
mechanical items are shared with 
many other models such as Oxford 
and Cambridges although the 
majority of ZA and ZB body panels 
are particular to the design. 

The engine oil should be 
changed every 3000 miles or more 
frequently if not used very often. 

You’d better be handy with the 
grease gun, as there are some 20 
points on the chassis requiring a shot 
of lube every 1 000 miles, as was 
recommended in its day. “An 
anachronism on a modern design” 
complained one road test but at least 
it means that the joints have a 
chance of a long life - plus you’ll 
always keep a watch on the 
underside at the same time! 

For the non-DIY owner it is good 
to know that any old-fashioned 
garage can service and repair these 
old saloons. Rust is the major worry 
and regular cleaning of the underside 
and spraying Waxoyl is a given. 

These cars were made in Britain and 
can rot for Britain if left unattended. 

VERDICT 

The Magnette is more than just a 
classy and quaint four-seater MGA, 
it’s also an entirely respectable cut 
price alternative to a Jaguar offering a 
similar style and driver satisfaction 
yet at a much keener price.

WHY SHOULD I BUY ONE? 

MGBs are common for a reason - 
because they made a lot of sense when 
they were new, and because they make 
a lot of sense second-hand. Not only are 
they simple and reliable, but it’s no 
exaggeration to say that you can build a 
brand new MGB from parts. Everything 
is available, there is a choice of clubs, 
and because they were so popular when 
new everyone has an MGB story. It’s the 
perfect starter classic, as well as a fun 
convertible or sports hatch to boot.

WHAT ARE THEY 
LIKE TO DRIVE? 

The MGB is not exactly advanced, nor is it 
particularly slick, but then it’s 
hardly agricultural either. What it is 
then, is an honest example of 
1 960’s technology, reliable and 
pleasant to drive. The steering is 
nicely weighted, and while there’s 
a lot of roll and mild understeer 
you can provoke a bit of tail-out 
fun if you like. Surprise of the 
range is the ultra rare automatic; 
while on paper it looks like a dud 
move it suits the slightly laid back 
aspect of the car rather well but 
best in MGC guise to be fair. 



WHAT ARE THEY 
LIKE TO LIVE WITH? 

You can fall over MGB spares at any 
classic car event, not to mention 
specialists like Moss Europe. Check for 
rust in the inner wings, understructure and 
the castle sections underneath the sills. In 
terms of fuel economy, expect an average 
of around 25mpg which might stretch to 
30 on a run; not great for an 1 800 but not 
thirsty either. Service items are oh so easy 
to obtain - and if you end up with a bad 
car, you can simply replace parts until you 
turn it into a good one. Or sell it with ease. 

VERDICT 

A good MGB is a no brainer - simple, 
easy to maintain, plenty about and fun. 
There are few classic sports tourers which 
are more effective or owner-friendly. It’s the 
common sense classic sports car. 



WHAT CAN I GET? 

There’s an MGB for everyone, and there 
are scores of aftermarket parts to make a 
car your own. Chrome or plastic 
bumpers, leather, vinyl, and cloth trim, 
roadster or GT - and for the brave, six 
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ALPINE 



WHY SHOULD I BUY ONE? 

Because it’s the classic convertible that 
is not only rarer and prettier than the 
MGB but that drives so much more 
sweetly too. It’s hard to believe that it’s 
based on the Hillman Husky estate, 
because few things will put such a big 
grin on your face. The simple, elegant 
lines turn heads at 500 paces, and as it 
shares the majority of its drivetrain with 
other Rootes models, service and 
maintenance items are not a major 
problem and cheap, too. 

WHAT CAN I GET? 

Engines rose from 1 494cc to 1 725cc 
through the production run - earlier cars 
had bigger find. Series III sprouted 
quarterlights on the doors, while the fins 
were trimmed for Series IV and V. Alpines 
originally came in standard soft top form 
or hard topped GT - the latter wasn’t 




fitted with a hood as 
standard, though many have 
since been retrofitted and will 
come with both roof options. 
Rare and expensive are the 
Harrington coupe converts, 
which make MG’s BGT look 
rather staid but will take 
some tracking down. 




WHAT ARE THEY 
LIKE TO DRIVE? 

The Alpine is a far better 
car than its Hillman Husky 
chassis would have you 
think. The ride is more compliant than that 
in a B, leading to its reputation as more 
of a tourer than a sports car. But don’t let 
that fool you into thinking it can’t handle 
corners. There’s lots of steering feel from 
that big vertical steering wheel and 
harder dampers work a treat. There’s a 
fair bit of of pep from the Rootes four pot 
though, and a slick gearbox. If you’re tall 
or thick-set you’ll be ok too, as there’s 
plenty of room in an Alpine, by 1960’s 
standards anyway. 



WHAT ARE THEY 
LIKE TO LIVE WITH? 

You’ll average 25mpg, maybe seeing 30 
if you’re thrifty. While parts are harder to 
source than for more popular classics,

E XK. Can the Interceptor be as good as Aston’s DBS for half the price? 



IL 
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W hat is it that they say 
about good things 
coming to all who wait? 
It’s more like poetic justice for 
this pair of classic ‘Cinderellas’ 
which took far too long to achieve 
the collectable status they richly 
deserved for decades. 

Why the DBS has always 
followed in the tyre tracks of 
the earlier DBs can only be put 



down to the ‘Bond effect’ while the 
Jensen Interceptor - the Birmingham 
Ferrari - suffered from its lack of 
competition success and dare we 
suggest a lack of pedigree despite 
the Brummie’s supercar body being 
styled and built by two of the world’s 
leading design houses. 

The Interceptor was launched 
half a century ago with the DBS 
just a year later. Surprisingly, in view 



of the Aston’s name and supercar 
credentials, the Jensen sold in 
considerably larger numbers until 
the company folded in 1 976 although 
the Aston lasted another decade in 
production (albeit updated) before 
being replaced by the indifferent and 
under-developed Virage. 

It wasn’t that long ago - a decade 
at best - that you could pick up 
these brilliant bulldog Brits for a 
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comparative song, especially the Jensen 
which could be had for not much more than 
MGB or TR6 money. Those days are gone, 
sadly, but both still represent strong value 
for money although values are fast rising 
so you need to act fast if you want one of 
these fastbacks. What’s best for you? 

WHICH ONE TO BUY? 

HALF THE PRICE, TWICE AS GOOD? 
The answer to this question is probably 
financial. All things being equal, the 
Interceptor is a cheaper buy than a DBS 
and will remain so as the Aston moves fast 
up the social ladder in DB circles. In broad 
terms, a DBS will cost twice as much as 
an Interceptor to purchase - and probably 
cost twice as much to run. 

Mechanically, the Interceptor is derived 
from the brutal looking CV-8 and all 
derivatives used V8 power. Due to time 
constraints, the DBS was launched with the 
DB6 engine before the much awaited V8 
arrived in 1969, which also carried on until 
1 972 when Aston Martin was sold by David 
Brown to Company Developments Ltd who 
swiftly removed the DB initials creating 
the six-cylinder Vantage and the ‘V8’ also 
known as the Series 2. 

The later car is instantly recognised 
by the twin headlight grille shaped in the 
DB2-6 style. Little happened in 1974/5 
when few cars were made and in 1 977 the 
V8’s lump was upgraded to 375bhp. A year 
later which brought not only the fastest V8

with 0-1 00 in 1 2.9 seconds and a 1 70mph 
max, but also the gorgeous drophead 
Volante, now worth around £90,000-1-. 

The Series 5 was launched in 1 986 
with a change back to fuel injection, thus 
removing the need for the, we think, vulgar 
bonnet bulge but the Aston was now fast 
showing its age that even added power 
couldn’t compensate for. 

In total, around 900 ‘sixes’ were made 
against 3300 V8s so it is possible that, 
owing to rarity, the slower six might be a 
good investment although as a performance 
car this heavyweight can feel wanting 
especially as an automatic although it 
provides fine cruising capabilities. 

The first Jensen Interceptor, 
retrospectively known as the Mkl , relied on 
a beefy Chrysler V8 and Torqueflite auto 
box from the previous CV-8 although a few 
manuals were also made. The Mkl I arrived 
in 1969 boasting with ventilated front 
discs, revised front and rear styling and 
a new, higher quality interior with optional 
availability of air conditioning. The Mklll of 
1 971 with its cast alloy wheels, boasted 
even bigger front discs and, from 1 973, 
the engine was increased from an already 
mighty 6.3-litres to a massive 721 2cc. 

The huge 900cc stretch was needed 
to offset increasing emissions regulations 
but it came just prior to the Energy Crisis... 
The higher tuned SP (standing for Six 
Pack) packed 385bhp and 490lbft of 
torque, thanks to three twin-choke Holley 
carburettors and is no mean performer 
or drinker. There’s also the ‘Director’ and 
this special edition Interceptor with its 
posher trim (said to be the work of the 
QE2 designer) incorporating a typewriter 
concealed in the glovebox. In this age of the 
iPod would you ever use it?

Range Rovers will be equally familiar 
with the feel. If you’re not a fan of 
automatics then it’s going to be tough 
going as most Astons and virtually 
every Interceptor are self-shifters, a 
shared lazy American ‘box that makes 
both cars smooth rather than sporty. 

In V8 guise there’s not much in 
it performance-wise, both hitting 60 
in under seven seconds. The DBS6 
feels significantly more sedate than the 
meatier V8, especially in automatic form 
where a V6 Capri can keep station with 
one; few Aston lovers speak well of this 
model but at least prices will be lower. 

Manual DBSs came with five- 
speeds but also a very heavy clutch 
action would do a lorry proud. Aston 
experts, thankfully can reduce the load 
with certain mods.

Similarly, would the benefits of 
the crude but still effective Ferguson 
all-wheel drive system of the slightly 
larger FF be needed in a high days and 
holidays classic? Both the Aston and 
the Jensen can be had as sophisticated 
sun-seekers and the drop tops carry a 
fairly hefty price premium. 

A rather odd looking Coupe was 
added to the range in 1975. Based upon 
the convertible, it lacks the balanced look 
of the fastback and loses the surprisingly 
useful hatchback facility, but their sheer 
rarity (only 60 were made) will count in 
the years ahead. 

The Interceptor refuses to die. More 
than a decade after Jensen’s closure, it 
was relaunched with a smaller 5.9-litre 
engine and fresher interior but less than 
40 were built until the final curtain call 
in 1 993. But that’s not the end as a 
couple of companies have reinvented 
the Interceptor as a modern bespoke 
build classic utilising today’s technology 
(see news pages concerning the new 
Cropredy Interceptor). 



As we said at the beginning, it 
may all boil down to how much you 
have to spend; a DBS can cost twice 
as much as an Interceptor but it’s not 
automatically twice as good. 

WHAT’S BEST TO DRIVE? 

ASTON, BUT A CLOSE RUN THING 
Aside from the innovative all-wheel drive, 
anti-lock braked FF, the Jensen and Aston 
surprisingly similar in concept and as a 
consequence so to drive. They’re heavy 
big-engined GTs to pilot responding 
better to a slow-in, fast-out cornering 
style, ideally with a lot of road room, in 
case you need to correct the tail slides. 

The Aston’s suspension, thanks 
to the De Dion back end is the more 
sophisticated so the DBS handles better 
in ultimate terms but - surely - these 
lovely old classics shouldn’t be driven 
that hard? Bear in mind that the FF is no 
Audi Quattro. Sure, grip and stability is 
there but, not unexpectedly, is refinement 
as the all-wheel drive system dates before 
the FF’s introduction; those familiar with 
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BEST OF BRITISH 




Cropredy Bridge Garage of Banbury is 
one of the UK’s ieading Interceptor 
speciaiists and says that after years of 
being ignored, this Midiands GT is 
finaiiy getting the recognition the 
‘Birmingham Ferrari’ has finaiiy 
deserved. That said, Cropredy’s Oiiver 
Smith warns “it’s not out of the woods 
yet” as there are stiii many poor 
exampies around, suffering decades of 
negiect. Oiiver adds that in terms of 
investment potentiai, the FF is without 
doubt the Interceptor to have although 
for many enthusiasts the simpler 
Interceptor is more suitable. What 
makes the Jensen now an appealing 
classic is that this once “poster car” 
and celebrity status symbol when new 
enjoys a classless element about it. 
Cropredy is now selling its own special 
restored Interceptors (see news pages).

Economy, which can easily dip perilously 
close to 1 0mpg if really booted, discourages 
GTi chasing. Strangely, and short-sightedly, 
the Jensen’s thirst is blamed partly for the 
car’s previous lack of popularity yet it’s no 
worse than any Aston or V1 2 E-type... 

As you’re hardly going to use one daily it 
hardly matters that much, does it? 

Choosing a winner is more down to 
matters of taste. Both cruise nicely and 
their well appointed cockpits are great 
places to be - and to be seen in - but the 
Aston gives the impression of being more 
thoroughbred. One comparison test report 
probably got it right when it said that the 
vast majority of enthusiasts would be well 
satisfied with an Interceptor - until they 
drive a DBS that is. 



OWNING AND RUNNING 

ADVANTAGE ASTON, ONLY JUST 
With an ever-ending appeal, an army of 
specialists plus factory help, owning, 
repairing and restoring a DBS is that bit 
easier than an Interceptor even though 
back-up for Jensens just gets better by 
the day, the latter helped by the amount 
of proprietary parts used. Throw in 
that old school ohv Yank V8 and the 
Interceptor can be more easily maintained 
and repaired by an enthusiastic owner or 
general workshop than an Aston Martin. 

Because they were overlooked 
classics, both cars have suffered in the 
hands of skinflint owners and there’s 
strong chance that poor past repairs 
and resto work has been carried out, the 



difference being that you regard an Aston 
as an investment that’s not quite the 
case with an Interceptor just yet but with 
prices for top models nudging £70,000 
(more for FFs and convertibles) the 
Birmingham Ferrari is slowly getting there. 

Three decades ago you could pick 
up a quite decent DBS for around £300 
and, not so long ago, for as little as 1 2 
grand but that has now quadrupled and 
budget on 1 0OK for top cars with the 
late 70’s Vantage/Oscar India - and all 
Volantes - the most desired. Typically, 
a project DBS will go for £20-£30,000 
but there’s no such thing as a cheap 
restoration. Bargain sub £20,000 
Interceptors still exist but, be warned, you 
generally get what you pay for. 





If money were no object then the 
Aston would get most folks vote. It’s 
the more exciting and satisfying GT 
and the badge is one of the most 
cooiest and coveted around. But 
don’t think that the Jensen traiis a 
distant second. As we remarked 
eariier, if you have never driven a 
DBS/V8 you’d be mighty pieased 
with the purchase. Interceptors are 
also rarer, cheaper and a bit more 
fiamboyant yet in a tastefui way. 
Aiways iiking an underdog we’d 
probabiy go for an Interceptor and 
wear our 1970’s cravat with pride!

WAGS TO RICHES 

Could this car go the same 
way as the Interceptor? 
Frightening depreciation 
has already resulted in the 
awesome Bentley GT 
becoming temptingly 
affordable at around 
£20,000 and prices are still 
falling. Given their heart- 
stopping service and repair 
costs (new brake pads cost 
almost £300, discs £600) 
buying a cheap one is a 
gamble - but what a car 
you’d own if you strike it 
lucky. Granted the GT may 
be little more than a 
re-bodied VW Phaeton 
saloon but you won’t find a 
more competent and classy 
V1 2 AWD supercar 
anywhere else. 




PORSCHE 928 

DESERVES MORE APPRECIATION 

When the XJ-S wasn’t being hailed as the world’s best GT during the 1 980s, the accolade 
was shared with the 928, the car Porsche designed to replace the legendary 911. And 
failed. A magnificent GT with power and handling to spare and yet it remains criminally 
cheap to buy - if not maintain - and it’s even worth buying a wreck for parts supply alone. 
Apart from the GTS, most were automatic and there was never a convertible option. 

A healthy 240bhp was the minimum from the muscular V8 engine, rising to 350bhp when 
it rose to 5.4-litres, givng the 928 pace with refinement. It’s a true supercar for pennies, if 
you buy right and practical as well as useable with it. A word about the smaller 944 and 
the later 968. If anything it’s the best front-engined Porsche ever made with better 
handling than the 928 and, in Turbo form, just as much real world pace. 
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JENSEN CV-8 

BEST OF BOTH WORLDS FROM BIRMINGHAM? 

Meat in the 541 and Interceptor sandwich is the CV-8 which is a bit of both and perhaps offers the best 
of both, having the style of the earlier Austin-powered Jensen (as well as a GRP body) and the American 
V8 muscle of the Interceptor. For many, this sounds the ideal GT. Prices are broadly similar to the 
Interceptor but still quite inexpensive when you consider the car’s cut-price supercar-like credentials. 
Those ‘angry’ looks you either love or loathe but they that would have even 91 1 owners move over! 




TRIUMPH STAG 

NOW A V8 GREAT 

On the face of it, the Triumph Stag seems rather out of 
place in such exalted company and yet it isn’t really. 

Now nicely matured into a mellow, reliable, easy-owning 
roadster and coupe combined, the Stag has come good 
to be now the car it always should have been back in 
1 970. Despite V8 power, it’s smooth but sedate and that 
goes for the handling, too. But if you're after a classy GT 
that’s super easy to own and sell, the Stag simply has to 
be on your shortlist but go for original Triumph power 
rather than the Rover V8 converts which still exist unless 
the job has also included the right suspension revise. 




JAGUAR XJ-S 

GOT THERE IN THE END? 

Another shunned classic that’s now having its day. 
Jaguar’s XJ-S only really came good in the latter stages of 
its long life, but the 1991 revamp really injected new life 
into the ageing XJ6-based design. Although the VI 2 is 
wonderful, the 4-litre straight six models have little to 
apologise for boasting virtual VI 2-pace but with 
surprisingly good economy and renowned Jaguar 
refinement. As with the Interceptor, widespread lack of 
owner care means that there are too many shabby cats 
around but good ’uns are starting to sell for serious 
dough. Deservedly so.

ASTON MARTIN VIRAGE 

THE BARGAIN ASTON LIVES! 

Displacing rather than replacing the DBS/V8, the vexed Virage (with its Ford Scorpio dials and 
switchgear) will always split opinions. Aston’s poorly developed replacement for the antique DBS 
only came good once the revamped Vantage was issued but if you’re after a low cost genuine old 
school Aston that feels like the DBS it's based upon, then a Virage fits the bill, being slightly 
roomier, rarer and in most cases cheaper than a more modern and superior DB7. Less than £20K 
can get you a fair one but you get what you pay for - and repair bills come DBS-sized. 







BMW 8 SERIES 

SPENDTHRIFT SUPERCAR 

Like its German relation, the Porsche 928, BMW’s super suave 8 Series never received 
the plaudits it deserved when launched over 20 years ago. Initially, it was V1 2-powered 
before a equally good 286bhp V8 (840i) joined the range. Like the 928, this German is 
most at home when long distance touring but the 380bhp, 5.6-litre CSi is as good as 
many established super cars. The Beemer’s complexity means maintenance and repairs 
can easily outweigh the car’s real world value - but what magnificent modern classic 
bargains they can make. 






JAGUAR XK8 

THE AFFORDABLE E-TYPE? 

The XK8 is the Jag that looks like an E-type and sells for 
MGB money, with prices at auctions for under £4000. 
But spend the most you can on a good car - say £8-1 0 
grand - and you'll have a purring pussy cat to pamper 
rather than worry over. A far more modern car to drive 
than both the Jensen and Aston, despite its aged XJ-S 
underpinnings, XK8s are probably as inexpensive as they 
are going to get and good ones will start to rise in value. 
A fine GT, that’s stupendous in superb supercharged 
XKR guise, the car’s only problem perhaps lies in its 
bargain basement image that may take years to shed. 




MERCEDES-BENZ R107SLC 

SL FOR ALL THE FAMILY 

The fixedhead coupe SLC is the overlooked afterthought 
of the R1 07 family, yet if you’re looking for a cultured 
tourer that’s far better built and more trustworthy then any 
Aston or Jensen, then you can’t ignore this rare-spotted 
Merc. Essentially these are SLs with a 1 4inch added 
wheelbase for acceptable 2-1-2 accommodation that’s 
roomier than an XJ-S. The driving experience is a bit soft 
and dated, but there’s no shortage of pace form the V8s 
powering this fine GT. Spares and repairs are easy via 
specialists like the SL Shop plus you can still acquire 
parts from main dealers. With prices going through the 
roof for SLs (if you pardon the pun), the fixedhead SLC 
remains a bargain but won’t stay that way for ever. 
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MERCEDES-BENZ R129 CL 

A MODERN CLASSIC 

The replacement for the R1 07 is now 
modern classic. Far more advanced and 
smoother than the earlier SL, these later 
sophisticates are fantastic long distance 
tourers. There’s some great value examples 
at dealers and auctions that handsomely 
undercut R107 values. The flipside are 
considerably higher running costs and 
complexity compared to the R1 07 plus are 
not quite as well built or as longlasting. 

Like the Aston and Jensen, too many 
owners with hearts bigger than their 
pockets mean that there’s a lot of badly 
maintained cars on sale, so be warned. 

The fixed-roofroof CL is less popular than 
the convertible and be bought for as little as 
£5000 as a result. What bargains! 




JAGUAR XK 

WHO NEEDSADB9? 

If the XK8 was a cheaper alternative to 
the DB7 then its replacement, the XK, 
is surely Jaguar’s ‘DB9’ but arguably 
superior. With those E-type looks, 
mighty V8 pace (particularly so in 
scorching supercharged XKR form) 
and incredible value for money, where prices start from under £1 5,000, it’s difficult 
to come up with a reason why not to buy one and lock it away for future classic 
status. If Jaguar had called this the F-Type, we’d all be snapping one up... 




BENTLEY CONTINENTAL 

A CLASS APART 

Much more than simply a coupe version 
of the Mulsanne Turbo saloon, the 
Continental is a worthy modern 
alternative to the Aston DBS or Jensen 
Interceptor yet just as classical, thanks 
to its Shadow-based underpinnings that 
admittedly now has its work cut out to handle this fast GT. That famous V8 with its 
335bhp goes like an Aston in turbo form, especially the brawnier 420bhp S and T 
offshoots and the handling is pretty similar. As different as chalk and cheese to the 
VW-based GT alternative, owners prefer one or the other but rarely both. Still good 
value and this earlier ‘Conti’ is considerably cheaper to repair than the complex GT.

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This year marks 55 years of the Mini Cooper, a name that’s as popuiar now as it was 
when this racing car maker heiped save this out of favour economy car 




W hat do they say about 

racing improving the breed 
and win on Sunday, sell on 
Monday? Well, in the case of the iconic 
Mini it certainly proved to be the case 
- despite rather than because of its 
designer Sir Alec Issigonis. 

The father of the Mini was initially 
dead set against hotting up his economy 
car and yet it proved to be a lifesaver 
for this quirky design that the public 
was originally slow to take to its heart. 
Launched in 1 959 as a better alternative 



to those funny (and now highly 
prized) ‘Bubble cars’ that came to 
prominence due to the 1 956 Suez 
Crisis, our British BMC baby had a 
troubled upbringing with the average 
motorist - not least due to the myriad 
of teething troubles it suffered - a 
BMC speciality... 

However, the brick on wheels 
was instantly loved by more lenient 
enthusiasts who, thanks to the car’s 
remarkable handling, could see 
enormous potential in making one 



much quicker than the standard 39bhp 
848cc model could muster and live with 
the numerous faults! 

Issigonis’ stance was strange 
because he was actually very keen on 
motorsport although believed, “If you 
go in for any kind of competition it is a 
complete waste of time unless you win.” 

Tuning the A-Series engine was, by 
the turn of the decade, a well established 
practice thanks to the engine being used 
in Formula Junior racing and pretty soon 
hotter Minis surfaced, including one

from Downton Engineering (who went on to 
develop the Cooper S) that Issigonis rather 
took to. Racing legend Stirling Moss was 
probably the first celebrity to crash a Mini 
but it was a lengendary race car builder 
who really put the Mini on the map. 

ENTER THE SUPER COOPER 

As the time the Mini was launched, 

John Cooper was already on the way to 
securing his first Formula 1 crown with this 
revolutionary, mid-engined single-seater 
layout that changed the face of racing cars 
for ever. He struck up a friendship with 
Issigonis and even let the Smyrna-born 
engineer loose in a Cooper Grand Prix car 
at one Silverstone test! 

When the new Formula Junior category 
was introduced. Cooper asked BMC to 
supply special A-Series engines which 
were specially tuned 70bhp 948cc 
Frog-eye Sprite (featured in a buying guide 



elsewhere in this issue) units. Cooper was 
also lent a Mini to take to the 1 959 Italian 
GP at Monza where it impressed fellow 
race constructors as well as the F1 drivers, 
many who, as a consequence, bought and 
modified their own Minis. 

Cooper saw this as a massive 
compliment to the car’s basic design and 
so made his own; a Cooper, fitted with 
a 997 Formula Junior engine and special 
disc brakes he had Lockheed make up. 

A sceptical Issigonis drove the Cooper car 
and gave it the thumbs up - all the pair 
had to do now was convince BMC head 
George Harriman to turn it into a production 
model, which was no easy task. 

Yet convince him they did and Cooper’s 
reward was a £2 royalty on all cars sold 
- once they were built that is because 
some of the Mini’s troubles were only 
compounded by the faster Cooper version 
and the July launch date looked optimistic. 



At launch, ten Coopers were evenly 
split between Austin and Morris and the 
motoring press were joined by some 27 
Grand Prix drivers wanting to have a go too! 

As the car was to be homologated 
for racing, 400 were made before the car 
was officially released to dealers on 20th 
September although even then some at 
BMC were concerned about the reliability, 
especially the new-fangled disc brakes and 
the special nylon cord C41 Dunlop tyres. 

ROAD AND TRACK 

The new Mini was a marvel. While laughable 
now, the car’s dash to 60mph in 1 7.2 
seconds was deemed impressive, as was 
its top speed of 85mph. Couple this with 
the car’s exceptional handling and few 
cars - even Mk2 Jags - could keep up 
with a Cooper and at under £600 was the 
default choice for well heeled enthusiasts 
who could afford the insurance premiums. ►

TRACK STAR 

The launch of the Mini Cooper coincided 
with the appointment of a young Stuart 
Turner as head of BMC’s competition 
department and the pair were a marriage 
made in automotive heaven resulting in 
instant successes on the race track and 
rally stages. This was further rammed 
home with the advent of the higher tuned 
Cooper S; a Mini initiated by Cooper yet 
developed by Downton Engineering. The 
Cooper S was destined to offer a choice 
of three engine sizes - 970cc, 1 071 cc 
and 1 275cc - to suit different competition 
disciplines; the 970 was a ‘screamer’ that 
only die-hard motorists would go for and 
the best all rounder was largely perceived 
as the 1 071 cc being a lot sweeter if not as 
slogging as the 1 275. 

The success of the Cooper filtered 
down to showroom sales of all Minis. 
Celebrities and Royalty loved to be seen in 
this classless car and by 1969 the millionth 



Mini was produced, the same year that the 
car gained immortality by starring in The 
Italian Job although ironically by now the 
days of the Cooper were almost over. 

1969; ALL CHANGE 

Ten years after the car’s launch British 
Leyland, who took over BMC with the 
encouragement of the Labour Government, 
the year before, was to launch the first 
major revision of the Mini, not least calling 
it a brand in its own right. Head of BL 
was super salesman Donald Stokes who 
saw little worth in the Mini’s success 
in motorsport. Wielding the axe to the 
Competition’s Department he then looked at 
the Cooper connection. John Cooper, who 
pulled out of Grand Prix racing in 1969, 
hardly helped his cause when, asked by 
Stokes what was his role at the carmaker, 
the cheeky chappy replied: “I come up once 
a fortnight to wind Issigonis up". 

The pragmatic Stokes soon cut his 
connection with Cooper and the name, 
preferring to call the new sportier Mini 
Clubman the 1 275GT although the Cooper 
S survived - probably due to a more water- 
tight contract with Downton - and lived on 



for a further two years. The official line is that 
sky high insurance premiums were the cause 
of the Copper cull; it was placed in Group 4, 
the Cooper S in top Group 7 rating whereas 
the new 1275 was only Group 3 yet faster 
than any standard Cooper. 

However, the excellent biography of 
Issigonis provides another perspective, that 
Cooper was becoming a bit too cheeky and 
overconfident. In 1965 he wrote to BMC’s 
Harriman describing a super Cooper he 
intended to market. Harriman was furious 
Cooper had gone so far down the line 
without consulting him and refused to give 
approval. Perhaps the ‘cosy’ relationship 
was never quite the same again? 

ALL IS FORGIVEN 

There’s little doubt that there was some 
bad feeling over Cooper being dropped 
from BL’s plans and most industry pundits 
reckoned the short-sightedness of Stokes 
in not appreciating the connection was 
just one of the many, many mistakes made 
which led to the demise of the carmaker. 

But on the other hand. Ford dropped the 
Lotus tie up with its Cortina and went on to 
forge far greater success with its RS label! 

Cooper, who always remained a premier 
name in Mini circles had the last laugh 
when his name (and now bonnet signature) 
returned to the Mini in 1990, ironically as 
a marketing ploy to inject new life into the 
car that was old enough to be a classic. 

This in turn lead to John Cooper Works 
Conversions and a new line of tuning and 
customising gear that snared a new buying 
base. When the old Mini made way for the 
BMW one, there was never any doubt that 
the Cooper name would be retained where 
it accounts for the majority of MINI sales... 



THE CAR IS THE STAR 



The super Cooper was a star of the silver screen, such as Julie Christie’s in The Fast 
Lady, a comedy starring Leslie Phillips, and do you remember pre-Prisoner Patrick 
McGoohan as secret agent John Drake in Danger Man driving a Taurus-tuned 
Cooper S? Peter Sellers drove his own special Cooper S in A Shot In The Dark but 
the car’s real claim to fame was, of course, in the Italian Job where Red, White and 
Blue Cooper Ss immortalised the Mini. And yet BLMC still made the film makers 
pay full list price for them... And the rest as they say, is history.

How one couple ditched moderns to design a better type of power steering 




T he attraction of working on 
classics proved too much for 
Neil and Gaby Oakley who 
shelved their thriving independent 
Volkswagen Audi business to 
concentrate on oldies and, to be 
more precise, steer them in the right 
direction with Lite-Steer. 

Power-steering conversions is 
becoming one of the most popular 
modifications on classics with 
electronic adaptations the easiest 
solution because the system can be 
fitted and, if required, removed 
leaving virtually no trace of the 
alternation.

you just bolt the unit in and follow 
the wiring instructions (of which 
the loom simply connects to the 
battery and ignition coil. No welding 
is required). And it speaks volumes 
for the product’s quality that Lite- 
Steer comes not only with a full two 
years’ warranty but also covered by 
full product liability insurance for 
further peace of mind. 

FUTURE IDEAS 

With the Lite-Steer well and truly 
established, Neil is turning his 
attention and expertise to other 
areas of classic car chassis 
improvements and rack and pinion 
conversions in particular.

Again, it’s hardly a new idea, but 
the Oakleys are dissatisfied with 
what they have found on some 
other set ups, particularly sorting 
out the geometry and curing the 
unpleasant trait of bump-steer.

We put the joy back which they 
experienced when they first drove 
the vehicle. The steering is like that 
on any modern car but still enjoying 
the uninterrupted beauty of the 
classic’s character. 

“Bear in mind that most of our 
classic car customers are 50-I- and 
maybe suffering with arthritis, lost 
mobility and so on. Without our 
power steering they may well have 
sold their much loved cars - they 
don’t have to now”, says Gaby.

But one can’t help feel, as 
single adult gate prices hit £22 
(£1 0 for under 1 5s) that if it is 
to thrive or indeed survive, it 
needs to raise its game slightly 
or lower its prices. 

Bring back the more ‘family’ 
aspects of the show: the action, 
cars and stalls are great but the 
kids of 2015 need amusements 
and rides; without the kids, the 
adults stay away (or at least 
fewer attend weekend events). 

As for the ‘live action’ 
aspects, little has changed 
since the event’s inception: it 
desperately needs to be 
improved, a proper V4 mile drag- 
strip and more involved ‘sprint 
course’ that actually has some 
corners would be welcome. 
Crucially, we feel, better 
spectator viewing facilities are 
needed, so that attendees can 
enjoy the action without being 
crammed up against a fence 
while straining their necks.

BATTERSEA PARK 

This sale was packed with 
delectable classics, many from 
the early ‘60s and ‘70s and most 
selling for strong money too. A ’68 
Ferrari Dino 206GT for instance 
sold just short of £350K. At £20K 
less, a LHD 1 960 Aston Martin 
DB4 Series II, restored but not 
the original colour and with cruddy 
bumpers was sold showing that 
AM prices are as firm as ever. 

A ’57 Lancia Aurelia Convertible 
going for £246,400 is a massive 
achievement and just topping 
£300K for a ’56 Porsche 356A 
Carrera 1 500 Cabrio was a top 
result too. Even more at £386,400 
was the beautifully restored ’62 
356 Carrera 2 Reutter Coupe. 
Onwards and upwards at £420K, 
we had one of the oldest entries to 
see the hammer go down; a lovely 
old 1 929 Bentley 4.5-Litre Tourer. 
Up more to £526,400 we saw 
the rare ex-Diana Dors Maserati 
Mistral 3.7 Spyder that she bought 
direct from the 1 964 Earls Court 
Show presented here in beautifully 
restored order sold to a new home. 

A couple of ‘90s Supercars 
to sell included a Ferrari F40 at 
£845,600 and a Bugatti EB1 1 0 
Supersport for £627,200; both 
models now moving upwards 
and a ‘64 LHD Ferrari 250GT/L 
Lusso from France made a cool 
£1,232,000. 

The sole survivor of the MG 
PA/PB three-car women’s team 
entry for 1 934 Le Mans made a 
sound £1 51 ,200. Topping the 
results however was the 1 958 
Ferrari 250GT ‘Tour de France’ 
Berlinetta Competizione with 
a £4,760,000 bid - and that 
included a free shake-down of the 
rebuilt engine! 

> CHARTERHOUSE 

First car up for grabs at this 
September sale was small, but not 
particularly beautiful in the shape 
of a ’65 NSU Prinz Coupe in need 
of restoration. Barn stored for over 



20 years and one of the few very 
original RHD cars, it was a safe 
buy at just over £3K. Another baby 
from Germany to sell was one of 
two BMW Isetta 300s offered; this 
one a ’58 rare four-wheeler now in 
need of a light resto after an earlier 
attempt. It made £1 1 K. 

For two grand less and 
considerably more sporting was 
the Damson red 1 970 TR6 with 
manual overdrive ‘box in just fair 
condition. Another sports car with 
a lot more muscle was the far 
brighter red ’68 Ford Mustang 
Convertible in excellent form and 
with a large history file on recent 
expenditure coming top of the 
results at £21 ,450. A few other 
soft-tops worth a mention are the 
’62 Hillman Minx Series III De Luxe 
selling for £6,380, a ’72 Triumph 
2-litre Vitesse needing TLC and 
looking not quite right on lowered 
suspension and wire wheels for 
£1 980 plus the 1 936 Austin 1 0/4 
Clifton two-seater with dickey with 
a nice, mellow patina going for a 
cheap £5K. Possible reason? - It’s 
got a cracked block! 

The best of the other rag-tops 
however was the 1 933 Singer 
9 Le Mans with sketchy early 
competition activity. The history file 
gets a little vague as it was stored 
for 45 years since the last change 
of owner and now needs a little 
work. But the new owner could 
be on to a winner having paid a 
reasonable £1 1 K for her. 

> BARONS 

With the Alvis Speed Twenty 
SD, the top attraction in superb 
condition at their September 
sale not finding a buyer, it was a 
surprise to see a car in far from 
superb order that took the best 
money of the day. 

The ’72 Alfa Romeo Montreal 
Bertone Coupe had been sadly 
neglected for the last few years 
and although started regularly 
during its storage is now in need of 
a full restoration. With full history, 
this low mileage original Montreal 



soared above the £21/25K 
estimate top make £33K. Prices 
for the BMW E30 M3 are certainly 
on the up with some now nudging 
90K. The ’88 LHD one here 
coming to the UK in ’99 and 
in very sound mechanical and 
cosmetic shape sold for £25,31 0; 
a certain bargain. 

At three grand less came one 
of the senior entries to sell the; 
a lovely one family owned ’63 
Austin A60 Half-Ton with genuine 
3,700 miles and original down to 
the cross-ply tyres. It deserved to 
make its £22K. A year younger 



and even better was the ultra-rare 
Auto Union (Audi) 1 0OOS DeLuxe 
Coupe. Yet to be registered in the 
UK and currently without a MoT, 
this oddball 2-stroke in excellent 
condition was another worth 
the money; £8250. An ex-USA 
MG TF now with RHD made a 
cheap £1 5,835 Oldest of the 
day was the 1 951 Riley RMA 
well maintained after an earlier 
resto selling for an over-estimate 
£9,250. Once cheap as chips and 
now with good ones rising, a totally 
rebuilt ’73 Opel Manta 1 .9 made a 
very strong £1 2,835.

As the vintage Bentley Special on 
offer was passed unsold without 
a serious bid, probably due to a 
question mark over the provenance 
of the chassis and DVLA’s 
present hard line stance against 
anything but original allowed to 
be registered as such, it was a 
battle between another fine vintage 
machine, a 1 930 Invicta and a 
classic early E-type Jag to take top 
money of the day. 

The Bentley in the shape a fine 
road-going special built around 
a ’23 3-Litre chassis and other 
original major components will be 
offered for sale again next year with 
the provenance problem hopefully 
sorted. The 1 930 Invicta 4.5 Litre 
high-chassis FHC having been in 
hands of a mechanical engineer 
for the past 28 years having 
fastidiously rebuilt it in that time 
was a shrewd buy at £1 07,800 
considering low-chassis example 
now fetch five times that. 

The ’62 E-Type S1 FHC was 
equally impressively original except 
for an early engine replacement 
with just two owners from new, 
very low mileage and remarkably, 
the original fitted luggage set. It 
sold some £28K over top estimate 
for £1 1 8,800. There were four 
other E-Types sold amongst the 
dozen others; best being an 
original LDH ’72 S3 V1 2 Roadster 
at £44K and most challenging, 
a ’68 4.2 2-I-2 Coupe needing a 
total resto for £1 9,800. Less work 
for needed and a larger potential 
profit was for the LHD matching 
numbers ’55 XK1 40 SE Coupe 
with C-Type head, sold for two 
grand less. Cheap pre-war was the 
’34 BSA 1 0hp at just £5500. 

> COYS ASCOT 

We are used to Coys coming up 
with oddballs and the first lot here 
was no exception. Remember the 
Rover Jet 1 , now residing in the 
Science Museum? Well this was 
a recreation of the weird open- 
topped ’61 car but needless to 
say, with a normal Rover 90 2.5 
petrol engine. This ‘80s replica 
fetched £6230. Next lot was a 
good buy; the restored ’64 Ginetta 
G4 from a German collection 
looking superb going for £1 6K. 

First serious money was £43K 
for a virtually unused 2008 Ford 
Shelby Mustang GT500 KR 
destined to be a collector’s car 
soon. A little younger and certainly 
more expensive was the 1 994 



Porsche 91 1 ‘964’ Speedster in 
rare RHD form making an over- 
estimate £1 54,1 52. Top money 
however and something of a recent 
record for a 2-5-litre model was a 
massive £326,600 for a superb 
original Jaguar 37 SSI 00. Both 
the two out of four Ferraris on offer 
that sold were up on estimates; the 
low mileage ’99 F355 in RHD just 
five big ones short of £1 OOK and 
the left-hooker ’91 F348 making 
£48,280. A great early Merc was 
the patinated RHD ’57 220S 
Cabriolet very much like the one 
in that irritating Galaxy chocolate 
TV avert selling well over estimate 
for £47,200. It makes a change to 
see a good racer sell at auction. 
Here, the ex-Works Tecno F3 
driven by Regazzoni and Facetti in 
full running order with a shed load 
of spares went for an agreeable 
£32,450 - a great Revival entry. 

>DVCA 

With four Rolls-Royce variants 
on the menu, it was a fair bet 
that one would take top money 
at this October sale so it was a 
1 929 20hp 2-door Weymann 
Close Coupled Saloon that took 
the honours under the hammer 
at £37,400. It had been in the 
vendor’s ownership for the past 
23 years, very original with a large 
history file and in good running 
order. However, the very fine ’35 
20/25 Hooper Touring Sports 
Saloon offered in even better 
condition was sold after for just 
over a grand more, and a bargain 
at that. A ’73 Shadow in very fair 
order with MoT was hammered 
away for the usual Shadow 
giveaway money; just £3520! 

At one time, Packard was 
considered the Rolls of America 
and a ’38 Super Eight Limo used 
for a wedding fleet and the odd 
TV and film appearance but now 
needing a little attention here and 
there, sold here for a mid-estimate 
£1 0,340. Same 1 929 year of 
manufacture as the Rolls 20 but 
considerably smaller was the 
Morris Minor SemiSports. Having 
had a body-off rebuild including a 
new ash frame at a cost of £1 8K, 
this well-known VSCC car was a 
sound buy at £9900 and came 
with lots of spares. Somewhat 
younger was the 1 938 Morris 8 
Series II Tourer in superb order 
making £1 2,1 00. A ’37 Morgan 
4-4 restored 25 years ago with 
suspension improvements more 
recently, sold about right at £21 k.

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Cold Cures 

So here’s our hot tips to ensure your classic doesn’t lose the cold war! 




CLEAN LIVING 

Putting a dirty car away should be 
avoided even though you may not 
want to use it until spring. Old dirt 
and grime left on the body and the 
interior causes problems. A wash 
and polish is okay but we don’t 
advocate cutting the old paint back 
because that faded old layer acts as 
a protective shield but we’d always 
leave a smear of wax (or WD-40) on 
the chrome surfaces. 

INSIDER INFO 

Hoover the interior out and clean off 
stains or grime on the trim - it will 
only get worse over the winter. 
Remove the carpets and sound

deadening insulation and store 
them in your house if that is 
possible. Close all the windows and 
air vents, but open up regularly to 
allow air to circulate and ward off 
for mildew damage. 

LUBE LORE 

Some experts advocate changing 
the engine oil because the old lube 
may contain harmful acids that can 
result in internal corrosion over the 
layup. Dedicated storage oils are 
available (try Millers, Penrite and 
Morris Lubricants) which give off a 
mist to protect the inner workings. 
Change the oil and filter before you 
use the car next season. 




Don’t leave battery in situ over winter; if 
poss remove and regularly charge it 



STICKY WICKET 

The biggest worry when laying a 
vehicle up has to be bits seizing up. 
The ideal solution is to drive it 
regularly but if that’s not possible 
get out the grease gun and WD-40 
and lubricate all the moving parts 
you can think of - even door hinges 
and locks! Brakes, especially 
handbrakes will stick on so, if 
possible, chock wheels and leave it 
off. Clutch plates rust on to the 
flywheel; trick here is to wedge a 
broom handle against the pedal so 
it separates the two permanently. If 
an engine isn’t run the piston rings 
can stick in the bore and possibly 
break upon your spring-time startup. 




A good clean up before storing is advisable 
and treat chrome to polish and WD-40 spray 



Ideally, turn the engine over by 
hand once a month. You can pour 
an egg cupful of ‘Upper Cylinder 
Lubricant’ in each bore through the 
plug holes but remember it’s there... 

APRIL FUEL 

Petrol goes off and you may hit 
problems come next spring if you 
don’t do anything about it. You can 
drain it, naturally, but an empty tank 
attracts condensation leading to the 
prospect of internal rust and 
gummed up fuel lines. On the other 
hand a tankful of fuel is a big fire 
risk! A compromise is to leave the 
tank half full, and to add a gallon or 
two of the fresh stuff when required.

LET US SPRAY 

Good old WD40 (or similar) 
should be liberally sprayed 
around the engine bay to prevent 
surface rust forming on the carbs, 
throttle linkages, battery terminals 
and so on. 

ASSAULT ON 
BATTERIES 

Don’t leave the battery just sitting 
there in the car. Lack of use will 



lead to a premature failure. As 
well as posing a fire risk. The 
best solution is to, remove it and 
charge at home regularly. If this is 
not feasible, then at the very least 
disconnect the box of spares to 
prevent the chance of an 
electrical fire. 

OUT OF SIGHT... 

No matter if it’s just down your 
garden or a couple of miles away 
in a lock up, you should pay 
regular visits to your classic. If 
possible, push it out of the garage; 
this ensures the brakes are kept 




free plus reduces risk of the tyres 
(which should be slightly over- 
inflated) forming flat spots. Turn 
the steering as you’re doing this. 

RUINED 

RESTORATION 

Don’t get the impression that just 
because your classic isn’t 
roadworthy or is just a box of bits 
that you needn’t worry this winter. 
Many a project has been spoiled 
and even ruined by not preserving 
either the car or its parts (which 
may be dismantled), undoing any 
previous good work. 




MORE THAN JUST 
A LOT OF HOT AIR? 

Believe it or not, your car is safer - 
corrosion-wise, anyway - left out in the 
open to the elements than stored in a cold 
damp garage. Why? Condensation, of 
course. Air contains moisture and when it 
reaches what’s known as ‘dew point’ it will 
settle on any object, like your car which 
is why the bodywork can remain wet in a 
supposedly dry but unventilated garage! 
The answer is to buy a dehumidifier, which 
works in the opposite way a fridge does 
and sucks moisture out of the air, and 
placing ‘trap’ you have to periodically 
empty. They cost from as little as £1 00 and 
3p per hour in electric charges. 

ARE YOU COVERED? 

A garage rarely provides all the protection 
you need to ward of winter woes and 
covering the bodywork to insure it against 
damage is a wise policy. Don’t use pvc

sheeting as it encourages the body to sweat. 
Invest in one of the numerous car covers which 
start from £50 or less; some of the more 
expensive types are specifically designed for 
certain classics. There are indoor and outdoor 
types although the ultimate has to be an air 
bubble which seals the vehicle away from the 
outside environment such as Carcoon, Airflow, 
Cair-O-Port and Permabag. Certain models are 
also okay for outside use on your drive so

there’s no excuse to leaving your classic 
unprotected this winter. 

Don’t leave your classic uncovered 
insurance-wise either - what happens if 
there’s an accident, fire or theft when 
stored, for instance? Most classic car 
insurers can provide short term or storage 
cover. Remember that if the road tax runs 
out (even if ‘tax free’), you must inform the 
DVLA and register the car as SORN. 
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COLOUR 

BLINDNESS 

Get it wrong with anti-freeze and you 
may ruin your engine with kindness 



Anti-freeze is no longer the 
universal freeze-fighter it 
used to be as the days of a 
one brew to suit all engines 
are over. Use the wrong 
type and you can do more 
harm than good this winter. 

And don’t think that you can still 
go by the colour of it anymore 
either because you can’t. 

There’s three types of 
modern anti-freeze: A silicate 
product, an OAT product - with 
three performance (G) grades - 
and, latterly, an OAT/ silicate 
hybrid. There’s also the normal 
ethylene glycol-based ‘old 
school’ formulations which carry 
the minimum BS6580 industry 
standard that many classics, 
thankfully, still happily rely and 
survive on. 

THE DIFFERENCES 

Today’s brews do the same job 
which is to stop the coolant from 
freezing up, but the different 
additives they contain combat 
internal corrosion in specific

ways. There’s 
two types of 
corrosion; 
chemical and physical. 

The former is the usual brown 
rusting appearance, the second is 
the more serious erosion of the 
metallic surfaces. It’s a bit 
technical, but in layman’s terms. 
Silicate coats all surfaces similarly 
where as Organic Acid 
Technology is more selective and 
provides thinner protective layers 
that anti-freeze formulators say is 
more ‘stable’ in use. 

The good news is that universal 
colourless anti-freezes suitable for 
mixing to all types are available, 
Bluecol Universal being one, and 
takes the worry away when 
topping up. If in doubt what to 
use, consult the likes of Comma 
(it has a website to guide you on 
anti-freeze) or Halfords (whose 
CRI Customer Reference Lists at 
stores have recommendations) or 
a marque specialist. 

Don’t use an advanced anti- 
freeze if it isn’t needed as it won’t 
protect the engine any better, say 
anti-freeze makers. 




CHANGE IT 

You can choose a concentrate, 
which requires mixing with water, 
or a ready-mixed type. The latter is 
more convenient and produced 
using de-ionised water which goes 
some way to offsetting its higher 
price; typically a 5L ready mixed 
anti-freeze costs around £1 8. If 
you’re mixing your own, tap water 
normally suffices, but it depends 
on where you live as in some 
areas, the water contains an 
excessive amount of chalk. 

But you may not need to 
replace your existing anti-freeze 
this year. If it looks a good solid 
colour and not murky that’s a pretty 
reliable sign. A cheap anti-freeze 
tester (about £2 from most 
accessory shops or Halfords) 
checks the strength of the mix. 

A zero cost alternative is to put 
a sample of coolant in your freezer 
overnight! Typically, you’re looking 
for protection down to -25C 




minimum to be safe which is a 
40-50 per cent mix which should 
be left in all year as anti-freeze is 
also a valuable summer coolant. 

Check all the hoses, joints 
etc, looking for cracks, splits or 
tell-tales of leaking before you 
start as anti-freeze always 
highlights any leaks. 



SLEEP EASY WITH YOUR CLASSIC 
IN A SAFE AND SOUND GARAGE 

Before you fettle your classic ready for a winter lay up, don’t overlook its 
sleeping quarters. Have a good clear out and tidy up, securing anything 
that could fall on the car - like those overloaded shelves, perhaps? 
Make the garage as warm and dry as possible by laying old carpet 
down. Attend to that leaky roof and block up any major draughts 
although some ‘through-flow’ of fresh air is always advisable. You can 
buy tailor-made car covers and these are far preferable to cheap plain 
pvc sheeting as this doesn’t ‘breathe’ causing the metal bodywork to 
‘sweat’ and ultimately lead to microscopic blistering of the paint.

The SD1 Rover has a lot going for 
it as a prestige or sporting classic, 
not least excellent value for money. 
Less complex than the old P6 3500 
in design, this means that the SD1 
is easier to maintain at home while 
spares supply remains remarkably 
good. This article covers all models 
apart from the 2.4TD.

Performance tuning depends upon 
the unit; the well proven V8 is 
naturally the best and 250-300+bhp 
is on the cards from a wide variety 
of ways and sources (converting to 
Vitesse spec for instance) but there’s 
scant interest in the six-cylinder 
2.3 and 2.6 engines although 
cylinder head modifications are 
straightforward; same 
applies to the 2-litre 
0-Series engine so 
you’re very much on 
your own - or convert 
to V8, of course. 



MEND 

The straight sixes were loosely 
based upon the old Triumph straight 
six although virtually no parts 
are common. The 0-Series was 
also used in the Ital and Princess 
while the V8 is one of the most 
universally used engines around 
although subtle changes over the 
decades means that not all parts are 
interchangeable. 2.4TDs are 
very rare and dear to repair, 
so as with the Range Rover, 
a possible conversion is to 
use a Mazda unit. Speak to 
Bluebird Engineering. 



MOD 

The V8 was usefully stretched since 
the 1 980s and you can have 3.9, 4.2 
and 4.6-litres (Range Rover), largest 
the V8 has been taken out to is a fat 
5.2-litres but it is a costly exercise 
although can yield 400-l-bhp and 
350lbft of torque. If the engine is 
stripped down it’s worthwhile having 
the unit balanced as V8s do vary in 
tolerances. And have up to 
6lbs shaved off the flywheel 
as it improves throttle 
response. If converting a 
2300 to 2.6, use the entire 
engine if possible. 



MEND 

Apart from the four-cylinder cars, 
regular oil changes are considered 
essential to prevent sludging which 
will ultimately ruin the camshaft and 
the rocker gear. Watch it when using 
the larger V8 blocks as the 4.2 and 
4.6 units can prove porous plus they 
are known to crack. A second-hand 
block will typically set you back in 
the region of £500 
and five times this for 
a reconditioned full 
engine from the likes 
of Rimmer Bros or 
Turner Engineering.

V8s always had a five-speed 
gearbox (LT77, as did most 2600 
with it optional on early 2.3s. This 
common unit is also used by Jaguar 
and Land Rover and a simple fit 
on all models. The ’box boasted a 
slightly taller 5th gear from 1 981 
while the ratio fitted to the 2.4TD 
is taller still so if you’re buying a 
second-hand unit it’s best to identify 
it first. Like-wise the automatic 
gearbox changed in 1 983. A variety 
of axles ratios are available. 



The internals LT 77 box changed over 
the years and many parts are not 
interchangeable warns SD1 experts 
Rimmer Bros so you need to know 
its exact year. From around 1 980 
Rover recommended using ATF fluid 
instead of gear oil to aid selection or 
you can now use a modern synthetic. 
Vitesse unit was taxed and can wear 
the most with synchros failing plus 
the gearbox is known to seep oil and 
fail in fourth. Automatics generally 
durable if serviced right. 



1 23bhp and 1 36bhp respectively, 
lower gearing on 2600 made it feel 
as lively as V8. No tuning parts are 
available but you can fit a sports air 
filter along with electronic ignition 
tuned on a rolling road before 
attacking the cylinder head or having 
an exhaust made up (try Quicksilver). 
There’s minimal stretch from the 2.3 
and 2.6 blocks; up to 40thou 
on later but only 20thou 
on 2.3 (Rimmer Bros). 



Much derided. Of Dolomite Sprint 
design, gummed camshaft oil feed 
non return valves caused most 
troubles, Rimmers used to sell two 
types of ‘driver warning aids’ but are 
unavailable now although crop up on 
eBay. Cam carriers a problem. Oil 
pressure should be around 50 psi at 
2500 revs. Cambelts need changing 
or else! 0 Series 2.0-litre 
is more robust (Rimmers 
sells a stainless manifold 
for it) but most fit the V8, 
sometimes half-heartedly.

An orthodox set up but SD1 did well 
in racing so there’s good potential. 
Start by harder damping along with 
suitable polybushing. Rimmer Bros 
markets standard or uprated kits 
to suit. A 30mm ride drop takes 
it to Vitesse spec but it can go to 
60mm easily. Note: Vitesse kits differ. 
Original Boge Nivomat self-levelling 
rear suspension is usually ditched 
once it fails due to cost 
of repairs; SD1 Owners 
Club can source new ZF 
self-levelling shox but it’s 
around £700 a pair. 



MEND 

If you are ditching the Nivomat 
set up, you can’t just replace with 
normal dampers without changing 
rear springs to suit (either as a 
new kit or by using 2000/2300 
components) as they are now too 
soft; some SD1 experts further 
recommend replacing the fronts 
as well. Vitesse springs are 20 
per cent stiffer and lower but VDP 
models retains standard 
ride right. Multitude of 
bushes wear out and 
this includes the Watts 
linkage; don’t overlook. 




MOD 

The SD1 ’s brakes are drum at the 
rear, even the hotter cars, including 
Vitesse. Rimmers markets a range 
of upgrade ranging from simple 
uprated EBC Greenstuff pads to 
four-pot conversion kits which differ 
from Vitesse/VDP by being a single 
not twin pipe design. There’s also 
Goodridge braided pipes for a better 
pedal feel. You can fit 
brakes from later more 
upmarket models; XJ6/ 

XJ-S ones are better than 
Vitesse but ensure you 
have all the right parts. 




MEND 

It’s an orthodox set up and as a 
result has few foibles to worry over 
if maintained regularly although the 
self-adjusting drums do have a habit 
of seizing. Later Rover 800 rear 
disc and calliper set up is said to 
fit and so can Range Rover using 
800 callipers with some modifying 
although then you may experience 
brake balance problems 
so take care. Speak to a 
TR7 specialist for advice 
or consult the numerous 
websites as quite a few 
people have done swap.

The live rear axle was also found on 
the TR7 (5-speed) albeit modified 
so there’s a good range of ratios 
for performance or touring, ranging 
from 3.9 to an ultra tall 2.8 along 
with a Quaife limited slip differential 
(Rimmers) although new 3.9 axles 
are no longer available. There’s a 
wide array of alternative rims that can 
be used such as Jensen 
Interceptor, BMW, 
plus an assortment of 
American types - check 
out the SD1 Forum or 
club for best advice. 



MEND 

Rear axle is generally fairly durable 
although some noise isn’t unusual 
as miles mount up, especially 
Vitesse, apparently. Remember, if 
you change the axle ratio then the 
speedo reading could well be out 
- use speedo head of donor car if 
possible. New and reconditioned 

axles are available from 
Rimmer Bros. If fitting 
alien rims ensure they 
fit properly; Jaguar 
ones look like they fit 
ok but they don’t sit 
right, for instance. 




TRIM & ELECTRICS 



MOD 

These were areas which let the 
SD1 down and only the best cars 
will have an inviting interior but 
again, Rimmer Bros has a good 
supply of trim and electrics. So long 
as you find the right complete car, 
posher Vitesse and VDP interiors 
can be fitted. If 
that ugly steering 
pad annoys then 
Rimmer Bros has 
a range of period 
sports steering 
wheels. 



MEND 

Cabins are typical 70’s BL which 
means poor standards. The original 
pod style instrument block warp and 
tear, the seat trim falls to pieces and 
the switchgear gets tired although 
much of it was also used on other 
BL cars such as the 
Montego etc. New trim 
isn’t available, however 
Rimmer has a selection 
of used leather trim 
kits - or personalise. 
Headlinings droop just 
like Jag ones do! 




BODY & CHASSIS 



MOD 

Parts supply 
is pretty good 
from Rimmer 
Bros, largely 
thanks to the 
SD1 marketed in India. Even brand 
new bodyshells were at one point 
available but, lacking a sunroof, most 
were used in racing. SD1 Owners 
Club says the later the car then the 
better; post 1 982 cars used a 
different bonnet, post 1 984 modified 
wings. Rimmer Bros sells genuine 
factory panelwork but certain flitch 
repair plates are obsolete. 



MEND 

Lowly values mean many cars will 
have been bodged over the decades. 
Suspension towers are suspect 
along with bulkheads (especially the 
one between bumper and bonnet 
on S1s) and the floorpan, especially 
around the Watts linkage and trailing 
arms. Blocked sunroof drainholes 
lead to the sunroof housing rotting 
and bonded windscreens are well 
known leakers (a wet glovebox is 
the usual clue). That Ferrari-like nose 
take a hit as do wheelarches. Sills 
not too bad but stainless bumpers 
on early SD1 s prone to damage. 



AND ANOTHER THING... 



Interest in the SD1 has gained 
enormously 
over the past 
couple of 
years. Rimmer 
Bros is the 
SD1 ’s saviour 
and apart from 
offering excellent parts availability 
frequently has clearance sales so 
keep an eye on the company’s 
website - and get ahold of the 
company’s excellent SD1 Parts 
& Accessories Catalogue. The 
SD1 Owners’ Club is well worth 
joining for help and advice, it 
has some 400 members and 
costs just £27 a year; www. 
roversd1club.net. 

It’s commonly regarded that the 
straight six 2.3/2.6 is a clever 
revision of the old Standard 
Triumph unit, and BL certainly 
played with fitting the overhead 
cam 2.6 unit in a 2000 saloon 
for installation and development 
tests, so, as a result, it is feasible 
that the TR6 block will fit in an 
SD1 but the later block is larger. 

In India, the Standard 2000 
(better known as ‘Stranded’) used 
an engine based upon TR4 block. 
So with lateral thinking another 
Triumph unit can be utilised?

H aving soid my much 

appreciated and admired 
Jaguar XK1 50, withdrawai 
symptoms quickiy set in.

Having 
said that, it sold the next day at 
close to the £9000 asking price!

I felt a little guilty when he 
accepted as I was sure he could 
have achieved a better price if he 
had marketed the car more 
effectively; a lesson there for us all. 

D DAY ARRIVES 

I arranged to collect it meaning a 
journey home of about 75 miles. It 
started well when the rain cleared, 
the sun came out and the hood 
came down until miles later as I 
filtered on to the A34 and then hit a 
traffic jam. There I was in a car I 
didn’t know with no oil pressure 
gauge, a broken temperature gauge 
with the ambient temperature 
climbing. I covered a mile in 
precisely one hour and fortunately 
came to a roundabout where I was 
able to swing back the way I had 
come and wend my way through 
some lovely by-roads in Berkshire, 
Hampshire and Sussex. 

For the car, it was a bit of a 
baptism in fire and it didn’t miss a 
beat, certainly showing no signs of 
overheating as so many oldies do. 

The brakes had been fitted 
with EBC Green Stuff pads 
despite the lack of a servo, and 
were certainly challenging and I 
thought in some way defective. 

The car didn’t seem as quick as I 
remembered until I happened to 
look at the speed reading on the 
Satnav which was displaying 1 0mph 
more than the speedo! I thought at 
the time this was a cable issue until 
it dawned on me one day that as 
the overdrive had been fitted during 
the car’s life, the speedometer was 
calibrated for a non-overdrive ’box. 
One benefit of fitting the overdrive 
later is the ‘diff has a higher ratio to 
suit the non-overdrive gearbox, 
giving higher gearing. 

I’m afraid, these days, I don’t 
like to touch the oily bits so booked 
the old girl into my mate’s garage 
for a general assessment. I first 
thoroughly cleaned the whole car 
and discovered I had missed some 
rust on the original inspection, either 
side of the rear boot opening.

Fortunately Dangerous Dave at 
Goodwood Autos was not fazed by 
that and would sort it all out. 

The trouble with having a mate 
with a garage is that his proper 
customers always come first which 
can involve delay. But after a couple 
of weeks he was on to it and gave it 
a pretty clean bill of health apart 
from the seized calipers which he 
freed up. However, I don’t take 
chances with brakes and bought 
new ones from that excellent 
Triumph parts specialist, Rimmer 
Brothers. With oil and filters 
changed and nipples greased I got

the car back for a while during 
Dave’s holiday, leaving the rust to do 
plus the servo to fit as well as an 
alternator and oil pressure/water 
temperature gauge in place of the 
u/s water temperature gauge. It 
seems amazing that no oil pressure 
gauge was fitted originally. With new 
standard pads the brakes now feel 
right although do require a shove, 
pushing me to order a servo kit. 

I don’t like running on old tyres 
so one of the first things was a new 
set. For many years I have been a 
great fan of Continentals and I was 
particularly impressed with their life

on my everyday Vectra. I was 
pleased that the company still 
makes the 1 55x1 4 covers and 
these were fitted and balanced by 
the local Kwikfit. To my surprise 
and embarrassment, the car 
wouldn’t start in the service bay 
but four burly mechanics were on 
hand to give me a shove. The 
battery was eight years old so I 
thought it best to replace it and 
order an alternator while about it. 

My wife and I had a pleasant 
drive to an Alvis event at Borde Hill 
Gardens but the car is much, 
noisier than I remember so I need 
to find another similar car to 
compare. In any event I will attempt 
to add insulation to the floors, 
tunnel and bulkhead. My plan is to 
gradually improve the car and 
hopefully make a turn on it when I 
sell perhaps in the spring when the 
sun comes out once more and folk 
yearn for a soft top...

Terra-ising your classic! 



R egular readers may know that 
our project Almera GTi 
generally performs well but 
sadly runs out of breath all too easily 
before it even gets a sniff of the rev 
counter’s red line. As the Nissan’s 
performance was generally a bit 
below par anyway we wondered if 
the engine was a bit coked up. The 
reason that we half suspected this 
was because the previous owner 
admitted to ‘driving for economy’ 
and slipped this high revver into top 
gear as soon as possible. 

A QUICK REV A DAY 
KEEPS THE 
MECHANIC AT BAY 

In the main it’s a fairly sound 
practice although rather counter- 
productive to do this religiously. 
Indeed, on many occasions, it’s 
more economical to use a lower 
gear allied to a lighter throttle plus 
it’s also easier on the engine! 

An occasional race to the red line 
does no harm at all either... 

With all this in mind, we thought 
we’d try out TerraClean again. We 
first tested this ‘super decoke’ on a 
BMW 3 Series a few years back 
with very good effect. 

TerraClean originates from 
a group of ‘green’ Canadian 
physicists who, on behalf of the 
Canadian government, were 
attempting to create an emission- 
free internal combustion engine. 

The project was canned due to 
costs but upon stripping a test 
engine, they discovered it was 
incredibly clean and coke-free as a 
result of the special fuel and so 
TerraClean was invented. 

It’s been marketed in the UK for 
a couple of years by Randstad Ltd, 
a leading automotive supplier for 
more than 30 years - and endorsed 
by Wheeler Dealers’ Edd China. 

Epsom Salts for engines is 
nothing new, but TerraClean has 
dragged such a practice into the 
21st Century. By tapping into the 
engine’s fuel line and running the 
engine on TerraClean at set revs, it 
removes carbon, tar and varnishes 
from many internal components 



TerraClean made our Almera 
a fair flier but still needs 
sorting to stop bogging down 



(including fuel injectors, injection 
pumps, combustion chambers, 
valves, manifolds and oxygen 
sensors etc), giving increased 
performance and economy together 
with reduced emissions, it’s claimed. 

TerraClean is said to be suitable 
for all types of engines, including 
classics, where their engines may 
not get hot enough, even on a run, 
to properly purge themselves. 

Our TerraClean was carried out 
by Essex-based Eastwood Service 
Station near Southend, Tel: 01702 
5221 65. And for specialists, it’s a 
good business aid. A petrol machine 
kit costs around £2300 and it would 
easily pay for itself in added work 
generated and not to say goodwill 
because the vast majority of drivers 



will instantly feel the difference after a 
thorough service or tune up. The 
actual cleaning process takes only 
40 minutes or so, although the job 
can be quite lengthy depending upon 
how easy it is to tap into the fuel line. 

IT’S A QUALIFIED 
SUCCESS ON OUR GTI 

As on our similar aged BMW 323i, 
the TerraClean treatment on the 
Almera CTi certainly did what it said 
on the tin (aerosols actually) but it 
wasn’t such a total success as 
before because, while improved, the 
engine still bogs down near the rev 
limit. TerraClean technician Ricky, 
who carried out the work, believed 
the problem is a fuel system fault 
and suggested replacing the 



aftermarket cone air filter with the 
standard factor air box before looking 
further at the injection system. 

Red line reservations apart, our 
Nissan’s engine is a lot more 
responsive and zesty and the service 
- RRPs start at £1 08 (cars up to 
2000cc) and go up dependent upon 
engine size - represents very good 
value and certainly worth having 
done if you were considering any 
performance tuning simply because 
returning the engine to ‘as new as 
possible’ standards may be all that’s 
needed to satisfy your go-faster 
needs. So before you splash out on 
expensive tuning parts that may also 
affect your insurance premium, why 
not try to get the most out of what 
you’ve got first of all?

Is modern Jag just your type? 

Looked upon as the Mk2 reborn the 1 990’s S-Type make great daily drivers

IS THE ‘NEW’ JAGUAR 
S-TYPE A CLASSIC? 

A difficult one this as there are so 
many around since the launch almost 
20 years ago. Apart from the 
sensational S-Type R sports saloon, 
there’s little classic credentials in the 
range as of yet although they are 
excellent value and a fine daily driver 
- if you buy a good one, that is. 

IS IT REALLY A YANK 
TANK UNDERNEATH? 

Afraid so. As Jaguar had nothing new 
in the locker, parent Ford saddled 
Browns Lane with an American 
Lincoln platform, albeit heavily revised 
by Jaguar, and told the engineers to 
get on with it. Similarly, the S-Type 
was powered by up-gunned Ford 
Mondeo V6 power units but at least it 
had the option of Jag’s own V8, first 
seen in the XK8 and XJ 300 saloon a 
couple of years earlier. 

DRIVES LIKE A JAG? 

Yes and no. The S-Type justifiably 
wears a Jag badge although the 
original models fell somewhat short of 
the BMW 5 Series and Mercedes 
E-Class. Having said that, a good one 
performs well enough with fun rear- 
wheel drive handling and decent 
performance from the V6 and V8 
power units. 

Best of all, they feel like a proper 
Jag to travel in with that sense of 
occasion and - at long last - the 
manual transmission cars possess a 
great gear change! 

WHAT ARE THE BEST 
BUYS OUT THERE? 

If you can, opt for a 2002 revamp as 
they are like chalk and cheese being 
immensely superior in all departments, 
but particularly the handling thanks to 
a heavily revised front suspension. 

These later S-Types also brought 
forth a wider engine range, such as a 
sweet and surprisingly swift smaller 
2.5 V6 and, at the other end of the 
scale, the 400bhp S-Type R. 

Generally, the later the car, the 
better the S-Type became and last of 
the line models are very pleasing 
performance cars while economy is 
good across the range although watch 
the VED charges on post-2005 
registration cars as the V8s will cost 
£505 to keep street legal! 



At launch there was just the Base 
(cloth trim) and SE trims but this was 
bolstered by the de-chromed Sport, 
Spirit and XS. If you prefer to 
cog-swap yourself bear in mind that all 
V8s, even the R, are automatics only 
but with that special ‘J-gate’ selector 
design, it’s almost like using a manual. 

SO WHAT MODEL 
WOULD YOU GO FOR? 

Without question it’s the post 2002 
cars unless you find an earlier model 
that’s either especially good or 
particularly dirt cheap as they show 
what the S-Type should have been 
from the outset - not just dynamically 



but quality-wise, too. The V6s have 
more than adequate with their pace 
and okay on fuel but if the latter is 
especially important then the 2.7TD 
(as also used in the Range Rover 
Sport) is the one to have, despite its 
rather narrow power band. However, 
there’s one S-type that’s already a 
modern classic... 

THE S-TYPE R, RIGHT? 

You’ve got it! Despite being an auto 
only, this 400bhp sports saloon is the 
modern ‘Coombs Mk2’ personified. 
The S-Type R looks great, goes like 
stink, handles delightfully and you can 
buy one for as little as five grand and 



it’s hard to think of a modern classic 
that deserves the title better. 

Perhaps it’s not as rounded as a 
BMW M5 but there’s little in it and 
the Coventry car is rarer, classier. 

SO HOW MUCH 
SHOULD I SPLASH 
OUT ON ONE? 

Good ten year old cars can be had 
for around £2000 on the forecourts 
and around £1500 in the classifieds 
and auctions, while the originals, first 
introduced in 1998, can sell for 
banger money. Dealer price guide 
Glass’s Guide lists the R from 
£5300 (54-plate) to just under 
seven eight for a (57 reg) which 
represents outstanding value, 
especially as this variant has ‘future 
classic’ written all over it. 

WHAT’S THE CATCH? 

Not a lot really although be wary of 
really cheap cars as they may be 
mangy cats - the oldest ones are 
two decades old after all. Body rust 
can be an issue on old and 
neglected S-Types but chiefly the 
biggest concerns major on the 
electronics starting with leaky boot 
seals that allow rain water to creep 
in and flood the boot where the ► 
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battery and a battery of electronics 
reside! Check that everything works: 
central locking, seats, window lifters 
as they can play up; the alarms in 
particular. Another item to watch for is 
the electronic handbrake which 
requires special tools. 

Original cars not that well built and 
switchgear can play up on all cars but 
being Ford-based it’s one of the 
Jaguar’s easiest fixes. 

WHAT ABOUT THE OILY 
BITS, ARE THEY OK? 

Given that the S-Type is so cheap, it’s 
probably best to buy one from a 
dealer and ideally from a specialist 
(and many well known ones are now 
tackling modern Jags) offering the 
backing of a warranty as a 
disappointing catalogue of ailments 
are pretty well known. The diesel is 
pretty well trustworthy if serviced 
properly but a rough running under 
power may suggest that the dual 



mass flywheel has been replaced with 
a solid replacement. Oh, and if the 
diesel’s DPF (Dual Particulate Filter) is 
clogged it could mean a £1000 repair 
bill... On all, check the automatic 
gearbox (Ford and ZF designs 
according to engine) does what it 
ought to as they play up. 

IS THE V8 CURED NOW? 

If you are inferring to the V8’s bore 
wear then yes; problem cars have 
been fixed (prior to number 000818- 
1 043 if that’s of help) and there’s a 
special test specialists know of. You 
can’t have that luxury due to the tools 
needed but on start up listen for a 
‘chuffing’ noise. The other fault was 
timing gear failure. It’s a £1 000 fix 
using later, stronger 4.2-litre parts. 

A FAIR BIT TO WATCH 
FOR, THEN? 

Yes but that’s really the worst case 
scenario and the later the car, the 



better they became and also why you 
should be wary of cheap high mileage 
buys, especially the S-Type R because 
many will have been thrashed to an 
inch of their lives! One good spot- 
check is to see what tyres are now 
fitted; if they are cheap rubber or an 
assortment then you can bet your life 
that the rest of the car has not had the 
care these cats demand to keep them 
purring contentedly. 

I BEST KEEP AN EYE 
OUT FOR A GOOD ONE 

Good idea because, as we said 
earlier, while not a classic (S-Type R 
excepted) S-Types make great neo 
classics to smoke around in as a daily 
while your ‘proper’ old school S-type 
or Mk2 is nice and warmly wrapped 
up over the winter. You’ll certainly 
appreciate the later car’s modern 
conveniences such as heated seats, 
air conditioning, ABS and traction 
control over the coming months...
